In the attempt to have the option 
gygtem operative xn^tJte^ grounds 
of the Cavalier Kennel Club 
branded as contrary to law. Police 
Jli6tice E. V. Qrcsham last Tues- 
day night found Edward Arkenau, 
k seller of options, and R. W. At- 
wood, buyer of options, guilty of 
violating the State gaming code. 
The two youths were fined $200 
each and sentenced to thirty days 
In jail, the minimum punishment 
possible under the statute.

date who does not have the Olass- 
Byrd blessing has set ptditical 



heads to nodding as they have not 
nodded since the sensational state 
breakup during the Smith-Hoover 
campaign in 1928. 

"Yes. I expect to support Jim 
Price," the former governor told 
an interviewer, "He is a good 
man. and I am conviiused that 08 
per cent of the Democrats in Vli- 
ginla would be glad to see him in 
the Governor's chair." Mr. Trinkle 
added that he legarded Mr. Price 
as a "good Democrat and a faith- 
ful organization man." 

Eaily Annouficenieni 

Although there had been rumors 
that^Ml'. 'k'rinkle would adopt such 
a coui'Se, it was not anticipated 
that his announcement would be 
made so early or so forcefully. A 
strong man in the leadership of 
the fighting ninth district, bis de- 
fection from the organization 
standards strikes a serious blow 
at the Olass-Byrd combine, here- 
tofore believed impregnable in this 
(,^tion 

This fiist absolute bieak from 
the organization comes from a 
man whose support of Byrd and 
Glass has been unswerving since 
his own successful gubernatorial 
campaign in 1921. It was during 
Mr, Trlnkle's administration that 
the way was paved for Virginia's 
present highway system and for 
the Byrd leorganimtlon of the 
state government.

, «»iening will seive notice that a 
new slate of officials has been 
Elected for Princess Anne, county. 
Who they shall be, or how great 
their majorities, are questions 
Which now are clouded in doubt, 
with no man able to predict the 
wsults. AU will depend upon the 
jiublic's endorsement of the candi- 
dates and of the issues on which 
tliey are campaigning. 

In a county as diversified as 
this— embracing the^wh^ly iw«l- 
communitles of Pungo, Creeds and 
JPrincess Anne, and the cosmopoli- 
tan setup of Virginia Beach- 
there is a need for men of wide 
vision and of comprehensive ex- 
perience. The years immediately 
ahead of us are fraught with tre- 
mendous possibilities for com- 
tnunal and individual develop- 
nent, years when sweeping ex- 
llerlments in the modes and 
methods of living may be expect- 
ed, and upon the decisions of 
those who will guide the county 
rest the results— good or evil. 

Some few of the officials now 
Meklng reelection have, during 
the tenure of theii office, given 
every indication of their desire to 
aerve the greatest good of the 
greatest number, they have dem- 
onstrated their ability to manage 
their offices with unimpeachable 
Integrity and high 8iou||jity and 
It Is the sincere wish of the NEWB 
ttoA these men will be returned to 
etflce. Is a long career in the 
public service a bona fide reason 
fw change? The NEWS believes 
not. 

On the other hand, there have 
tieen some instances of ineffic- 
iency. Men have been elected who 
have had to seek outside assist- 
ance—at added cost to the voters 
— In t^e pursuance of the duties 
for wliich they were placed in 
their civil positions; others have 
dnnonstrated a lamentable laxity 
In the performance of theii duties. 
Such conduct, we assert, marks 
the individuals as unworthy of 
further consideration. 

Those who vote have had an 
iHWortunity to observe the men 
that they have placed in office. 
If they seek the election of the 
most suitable condidates, they will 
tuA be moved by the whispers and 
innuendoes that have been cur- 
rent for some weeks, but they will, 
tnther, examine closely into the 
records and friMn the conclusions 
there to be found mak"! their 
dunces. No other procedure can 
tncure proper guidance of county 
affairs during the next few years. 

As so frequently happens, those 
hart qualified for public office 
have maOe the loudest noise in 
tlie current campftign. But noise 
wlH not justify either a barren 
tceord oi iMmr preliminary train. 
mc tor the draired office, and we 



ever anall their numbers, have 
performed heroically in the inter- 
ests of a safer and saner beach, 
working long hours for little fin- 
ancial return, but on the job be- 
tween the hours of sun-up and 
night. Many of these boys, all 
registered with the American Red 
Cross as qualified life guards, 
have been forced to rent beach 
umbreUas and bicycles in order to 
insure their livelihood during the 
summer mcmths, but there have 
been few complaints and fewer 
lapses from their posts of duty. 

Working under such conditions, 
with little time to devote to those 
tasks which might have been most 
i'emuneiatiye, the question of 
"get-away" money— i. e., suffic- 
ient funds to retujT) to their 
homes— has become a most ser- 
4oas-Ga^. — To insure their round ' 
ing out the season with at least 
enough money to guarantee their 
tickets home, the boys now pro- 
pose a benefit dance, the first of 
what they hope will be an annual 
affair. This season's dance will 
be held at the Club Tallyho on 
Thursday night, August 8. 

But a more serious purpose 
thAn the question of "get-away" 
money motivates the staging of 
the dance. The chief purpose of 
the affair is the establishment of 
a permanent organization of life 
guards here on the beach, aigroup 
concerned chiefly with a far- 
sighted program which, if possible 
of enactment, will give to Virginia 
Beach the protection which it 
needs, yet one which will make 
unnecessary the handling of ex- 
traneous jobs in ortJer to make 
certain that three meals and a 
reasonably good bed will be await- 
ing these guardians of the lives of 
untold thousands '. 



To round the midseason'mark 
at Virginia Beach without one 
serloBB ttowrt of drowning is a 
most unusual — though most for- 
tunate—situation. Seldom does it 
happen that a few tragedies or 
near-tragedies do not mar the 
purely recreational aspect at surf 
bathing here on the beach. 

Credit for this condition is due 
largely to the life guards, a small 
band of unsung heroes who, how-

PROSPECTS FOE THE 
HUNTING SEASON 



Long before Virginia Beach 
stood out on the national con- 
sciousness as an ideal summer 
playground, the Back Bay section 
of the county had risen to wide 
fame as one of the finest hunting 
grounds to be found on the At- 
lantic coast. Ducks and geese 
were here in such numbers as to 
make even the most hardened 
sportsman gasp in wonder, and so 
weU stocked were the waters with 
sporting freshrwater fish that 
streams and lakes in all sections 
of the state used the local lays as 
the source ol most of theii sup- 
plies. 

Elaborate clubs and sports, pre- 
serves, running well into the thou- 
sands of dollars, dotted the shores, 
and few nationally known sports- 
men refused to heed the call of 
these waters. The result was that 
long before the turn of the cen- 
tury Back Bay was as familial to 
the sporting moguls of Wall Street 
as is the Beach Club today to the 
country club set of Richmond and 
Washington. 

Tragedy followed quickly on the 
heels of the depression, ' though 
the economic plight of the coun- 
try can in no way be blamed for 
what happened here First, the 
government removed the locks 
which kept back the waters of the 
o<%an— a move designed to facili- 
tate the operation of the inland 
waterway— and then came the 
disastrous nor'easters of August, 
1933, sending the tides roaring in- 
to the usually placid waters, de- 
stroying both the plant and 
animal life.

We do not know that these 
complaints are valid. Senator 
Byrd, so far as we are aware, has 
not indicated that he wishes the 
Virginia vote cast for him in the 
next national convention. He has 
not said publicly he would oppose 
Mr. Price in the gubernatorial 
fight, although it is generally be- 
lieved that he will espouse the 
candidacy of Representative 
Burch. Neither have we any per- 
sonal knowledge that he has 
"sniped" at Mr. Flannagan. 

If, however, there is a fight be- 
tween the organization and the 
antiorganization forces in 1937, it 
will be an interesting spectacle 
Three years ago Senator Byrd 
was unbeatable in Viiflnia. His 
leadership was imquesitlaned. 
Whether he has lost much of his 
power since the New Deal was in- 
augurated is debatable. .The 
Tlmes-Dlspatch Roosevelt poll in- 
dicates that the President is very 
strong in the State. That suggests, 
at least, that the senator has lost 
some of his following, but '^he 
evidence is not conclusive. 

However that niay be, it must 
be borne in mind that the Demo- 
cratic organization in Virginia has 
not been defeated in a stralghtout 
State-wide fight since the ascend- 
ancy of the late Senator Martin. 
Its candidate for Governor went 
down once, when the dry vote was 
divided between EUyson and Pol- 
lard and Davis won by a plurality 
over his neatest competitor. He 
did not have the majority support 
of the party. 

Certainly if the organization is 
beatable now, it has slipped 
mightly since Governor Peery, two 
years ago, received more votes 
than his two opponents combined

To fkOs melee, iq^Mrently, the 
State owes its latest glimpse of an 
(Md racket— the use of the absent 
voters' law to corrupt the jwo- 
cesses of open elections openly w- 
rived at. Taking most' Roanqkers 
by surprti^. Judge J. L. Almond, 
Jr., of the Busting Court, sum- 
moned a special seven-man grand 
jury Wednesday, and invited it to 
help him "break up and blot from 
the escutcheon of this city the 
illicit and fraudulent traffic in 
mail ballots which has persisted 
here for years with flagrant con- 
tumacy." 

His charge to the jury included 
th& statement that : 

It is a notorious and disgrace- 
ful fact that in past elections, 
polical shysters, ward-heelers, 
spurious notaries public, and even 
candidates for public office have 
paraded the streets with mail bal- 
lots in their possession, many of 
which were soUcited and voted in 
violation of law. Some of these 
parasites have gone so far as to 
approach candidates with a list of 
voters in their possession and en- 
deavored to bargain for the de- 
livery of such votes^ under the 
Names have 
been forged to applications for 
mail ballots and ballots have been 
forwarded to notaries pubhc in 
the absence of a bona fide request 
from the voter. Persons have re- 
gistered and voted by maU who 
cojild neither read nor write. If 
this condition is allowed to con- 
tinue its nefarious progress un- 
challenged, a corrupt traffic of 
larming and dangerous propor 
tions will soon develop with its 
cankerous poison inoculating the 
integrity of our elective system. 

The first sitting of the grand 
jury resulted in the indictment of 
a notary public on the charge of 
forgmg the applications for two 
absent voters' ballots. Later find- 
ings, if any, were not available at 
this writtag. If the misuse of the 
absent voters' law in Roanoke has 
been as flagrant and widespread 
as Ji^g« Almond's vehement 
charge to the j ury s u^ests^ the 
prautltloiiCTS ^ f t he racRet have 
managed to cover up 'with con- 
siderable success. 

With Judge Almond's condem- 
nation of the mail voting racket 
every will agree. Not so many, 
we think, will agtee with him that 
the remedy lies in a "gentlemen's 
agreement" among candidates to 
accept no assistance from persons 
open to the suspicion of practic- 
ing the racket, and to denounce 
to the proper authorities immedi- 
ately every person observed to be 
plying this crooked business. 

There Is no good reason to be- 
lieve that candidates could under 
the moral compulsion of ^^ 
"gentlemen's agreement" accom- 
plish an extermination of the mall 
vote racket that Is beyond the 
power of gentlemen candidates 
acting individually under their 
own codes of decency. The com- 
plaisance of individual candidates 
in the presence of political cor- 
ner-cutting translatable into poli- 
tical advantage, is not to be magi- 
cally changed into an acute and 
violent distaste for this sort of 
thing by organizing their con- 
sciences under an agreement 
binding them to behave collective- 
ly in the correct manner in which 
they ought to J)ehave without such 
an agreement. 

The sovereign remedy for the 
mail voting racket is to repeal the 
absent voters' law. Its virtues are 
vastly outweighed by its vices. 
Elimination of absentee voting 
should be coupled wttti a sharp 
tightening of the law governing 
the delegation of authority'to one 
person to pay another person's 
poll taxes. In the shelter of the 
present capitation tax and absent 
voters' laws fester the worst sores 
in our election system. The sys- 
tem would be a cleaner and a 
juster one if both absentee votmg 
and poll-tax payments as a votmg 
requisite, were done away with.

ACT cms AID 
TO OPERATIVE 
BUHOER FIELD 



Federal Housing Act Stand- 
ards Stabilize Groop Cmi- 
straetimi. 



With operative buil<ters respon- 
sible for awttoximately 80 per 
cent of the residential cmutruc- 
tion in the country, new financing 
faciliUes are now provided for 
such building development 
through the provisions of the Na- 
tional Housing Act, according to 
Acting Federal Housing Adminis- 
trator Stewart McDonald. 

The relation of the Housing Act 
to operative builders is of twofbld 
importance, the Acting Admin- 
istrator p<rinted out. It fulfills its 
(^ligation to promote new con- 
struction, therein reviving the 
operative building professi(Hi and 
at the same time sets up stand, 
ards and mortgage regulations to 
eUminate activity by such oper- 
ators who, in the past, often in- 
dulged in gross speculation. 

"The Housing Administration," 
said Mr. McDonald, "in insuring 
mortgages must hazard funds paid 
to it as insurancejffemiums. It 
has, however, the further obliga- 
tion of promoting new construc- 
tion in all suitable locations for 
all classes for which adequate 
provision has not been made. 
While it must, therefore, one the 
one hand hold out all reasonable 
help to those who seek to fulfill 
the need for housing, it has on 
the other the responsibility of 
avoiding the hazards arising from 
speculative financing, overbuild- 
ing, waste of land utilization, 
extravagant utilities and shoddy 
construction. ' 

"With these objectives in mind 
the Housing Administration .seeks 
to encourage that type of opera- 
tive builder who looks upon the 
production of homes as a manu- 
facturing and merchandising pro- 
cess of high social significance 
and who, preferably, assumes the 
responsibility for the product, 
from the plotting and develop- 
ment of the land to the dispowtl

George Spicer Praises Results 
Accomp lis hed Thus Far in 
Virginia. 

The administrative rcoiganiza- 
tJon of Virginia's goverament thus 
far has been spl endid but' the task 
should be completed, George W 
Spjcer, chairman of the Virginia 
Commission on bounty Govern - 
ment sets for$h this month in an 
article in The Commonwealth, 
periodical of the Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce. 

"Virginia's experience with ad- 
ministrative organization in the 
opinion of many, has been highly 
jatisjactory." Mr. Spicer sets forth 
"with ftvf exceptions the governor 
has used his power of appoint- 
ment wisely to secure a competent 
and relatively permanent person- 
nel. Probably nothing has done 
more to' win popular favor for the 
reorganization than the character 
of the governor's appointments. 
Rarely does anyone n the admin - 
istrt^on, whether department 
head or subordinate appointed by 
the former, stand in fear of dis- 
missal so long as Tie lendeTS ef 
ficient service. While" this is 
clearly not the occasion for de- 
tailed statistical demonstration, it 
can be conservatively stated that 
the Virgnia reorganization has 
been successful in reducing the 
cost of operating the administra- 
tive machinery of the state, in 
bringing about a more efficient 
conduct of administrative func- 
tions and in making the govern- 
ment more responsible to the peo- 
ple. . 

"It shouW be remembered, how- 
ever, that the job of improving 
Virginia's government has not 
been finished. What has been 
done should serve as an inspira- 
tion to our leaders and to all the 
people of the state to press on 
toward the completion of the task 
rather than as an excuse for an 
attitude of complacency " " 

Dr Spicer traces the history of 
administrative reorganization and 



(Bily in part, he wts forth. 

"Is «ft ex^t two dflpartments, 
however-, namely Corporations and 
Law, the governor's control is 
well-nigh complete through the 
power, to appoint, direct and re- 
•jAOve," Dr. Spicer points out. 

"The Department of Corpoia- 
tions is "headed" by the State 
Corporation Commission, com- 
posed of three members, elected 
by General Assembly. This Com- 
mission is a constitutional agency 
and is probably one of the most 
powerful ot its kind in the United 
States, having important judicial 
p ewers as weil as tnose of a legil- 
lative and administrative char- 
acter 



"The governor. likewise, has no 
direct control over the Depart- 
ment of Law, inasmuch as the 
head of this department, the at- 
torney general, is elected by popu. 
lar vote at the same time and for 
the same term as the governor. 
Gne is inclined to regard this as 
one of the serious defects of the' 
short ballot as it now exists. Un- 
der the Constitution, the governor 
Is made responsible for the faith- 
ful execution of the laws of the 
Commonwealth but is given no 
control over one of the most im- 
portant officials upon whom he

Army BBmp Here 

Last Tuesday. Provisional Mast 
sectiraT "A" of the 19th Airship 
Squadron, normally stationed at 
Langley Field, established camp 
at the National Guard Airport. 
The mast section consists of 51 
men commanded by Captain L. A. 
Lawson. with Major C. B. Lcit>er, 
commanding officer of the 10th 
Airdiip Squadron, and a flight 
crew of seven men present with 
the action while the TC-13 air- 
ship-is in the field. 

This blimp is the largest non- 
rigid airship ever placed In com- 
mission in the United States. It 
has a helium capacity of 360,000 
cubic feet, is 235 feet long and 
54 feet at maximum diameter. 
The TC-13 has been in commis- 
sion two years and three montlis 
and has almost 2,000 flying hours 
to its credit. It is plowered with 
two Pratt and Whitney Wasp 
engines of 450 horsepower each, 
has a top speed of over 70 miles 
per hour and a range in still air 
of over 1500 miles, u carries a 
crew of nine, with cooking and 
sleeping facilities, long range 
radio equipment, anti-aircraft de- 
fense, and can be maintained in 
the air without refueling for 100 
hours. / 

Flight To Miami 

In January of thl^ year. It is 
interesting to note, the airship 
made a non-stop flight to Miami, 
remaining there for four days on 
the portable mooring mast and 
returning in 18 hours to Langley 
Field. This flight was a test of 
the mooring mast and of the ship 
and ship's creW;

With the allocation by the State 
Highway Department of $360,000 
in federal-state funds for the 
ccmstruction of a toll-free highway 
entrance into Norfolk from tm 
Richmond area, a bitter contro- 
versy of smne years' standing 
comes to an end in most satis- 
factory fashion.

DUCK-HUNTING RIGIDLY CURBED 
BY BIOLOGICAL SURVEY'S ACTION 



J^nnouncing the most rigid 
regulations in the history ^ of 
American wildfowling, the United 
States Biological Survey this week 
laid down the code under which 
duck hunters will operate during 
the coming season. 

The new regulations, according 
to information relea^sed by J. N.

THE VIRGINIA REACH 
LIBBART 



Beginning five years ago with a 
capital of $200 and a small stock 
of lx>oks donated by the president 
of the Norfolk-Southern Railroad, 
the Virginia Beach Library, dur- 
ing the years of its operation, has 
contributed a d^tinct service to 
the residents of the community, 
both permanent and transient. 
Two thousand volimies are now on 
its shelves, embracing the latest 
works of fiction, travel and bio- 
graphy and liberally sprinkled 
with reference books- covering a 
multitude of popular subjects. 

Originally planned by the Wo- 
men's Municipal League as a lib- 
rary for the residents of Virginia 
Beach, the faeilitie^ of the centre 
have been widely used by the 
summer vacationist, until today 
the library reaches its peak dis- 
tribution during the months when 
the popi^lation of the resort is 
pyramided from a mere 2,500 to 
an estimated 25,000. Yet, to the 
majority of visitors, it remains 
unknown, a quiet spot in the 
midst of -the seasonal gaic^, 
placidly sunning itself on the tiny 
bit of 17th Street property don- 
ated by the Norfolk-Southern 
Railroad. 

The library is open daily be- 
tween the hours of 9 and 12:30. 
Books may be had by the perman- 
ent resident in any quantity for 
the insignificant sum of one dol- 
lar a year, while the more recent 
works are rented to visitors for 
five cents a day. Books on the 
shelves for longer than a specified 
period may be rented for two 
cents a day. 

Thus it is that the profit motive 



is completely lacking In the gfetup 
of the library. The building hous- 
ing the collection was purchased 
for $100 and set upon rent-free 
property. With the exception of 
one salaried librarian during the 
summer months, the services of 
those who supervise the buying 
and lending of books are given 
without charge, thereby reducing 
the operating expenses to less 
than $200 per year. Every other 
cent secured from the rental of 
books goes to the purchase of ad- 
ditional volumes, with the result 
that the shelves hold most of the 
worthwhile publications of recent 
date. 

The library is open to all, and 
it is deserving of wide support on 
the part of those whoi recognize its 
cultural value to Virginia Beach. 



PROTECTING THE WILD FOWL 



Although the shortened duck«- 
hunting season, recently an- 
nounced by the Biological Survey 
of the U. S. ttepartment of Agri- 
culture, will work some bit of a 
hardship on those who rely 
partially on the sport as a means 
of livelihood, the rigid restrictions 
established for the coming seaspn 
will meet with the approval of all 
sportsmen. Statistics prepared 
during the past thirty-five years 
establish the fact that more ducks 
have been killed each year than 
have been hatched, with the re- 
sult that many varieties now face 
extinction. 

So serious has this matter be- 
come that restriction was the only 
alternative to a closed season. 
Prominent sportsmen and sports- 
men's clubs have argued for the 
latter, but "Ding" Darling, chief 
of the Biological Survey, and his 
associates believe that. much the 
same accomplishments can be 
reached without taking such dras- 
tic action. The loss of license 
revenues to the state, the survey 
argued, would go far to reduce in- 
terest in the fowl -saving program, 
throwing the burden of law en- 
forcement upon the federal gov- 
ernment, not adequately prepared 
to handle such a gigantic task. 

Princess Anne county is parti- 
cularly interested in this latest 
ruling, for tamt of the finest 
duck-hunting to be had anywhere 
in the East lies literally in our 
back yard. The past few yeu^ 
have seen a marked reduction in 
our back yard. The past few years 
have sBOi a marked reduction in 
the number of birds— attributaUe 
in equal parts to the heavy inroads 
made by huntera in many species 
and to the poor quality of the feed 
here to be found— and the elimin- 
ation of both factors wHI be Wel- 
t^uned.

ENCOURAGING REPORTS 



It is not merely a coincidence 
that at the same time Roosevelt 
polls conducted by various papers 
are giving him an overwhelming 
majority, business surveys for the 
past three months and for the 
first half of July are manifesting 
indisputable evidence that the 
l>ackbone of the depression is 
broken, and that the depression 
complex that has held business 
enterprise and initiative back so 
l(S)g is a thing of the past. The 
most interesting thing concerning 
the reports is that the set^onal 
mid-summer slump has been 
hardly definite enough to justify 
the term. Automobile sales last 
month were 7 per cent above 
those in May, rather than drop- 
ping off according to formula, and 
the majority of the industrial 
stocks have been climbing up- 
wards through the July heat in 
defiance of the well-established 
rules of what stock should do in 
the July doldrums. 

The Norfolk-Portsmouth Indus- 
trial Commission reported a gain 
of 18.2 per cent in industrial em- 
ployment m the Hampton Roads 
area, with a iscore of new indus- 
tries and expansion of old ones, 
the entire gain mentioned having 
taken place since April 1, 1934. In 
the Fifth Federal Reserve District 
retail trade showed a gain of 5.5 
per cent for June as compared 
with that month in the past year 
and the fewest number of business 
failures for any year since 1920. 
Bankrupteies for the first six 
months of 1935 declined 27 per 
c e nt as c o mpaieU with the first 
six months of 1934. Buildhig per- 
mits in the leading cities of the 
District were nearly double those 
issued up to the half-way mark 
in 1934. 

The figures should be sufficient 
to convince the most skeptical 
that a business up-turn is here to 
stay, and that the dark days of 
1930-1932 are definitely done with. 
It has cost a great deal of money, 
it is true, to prime the industrial 
and financial pump, but then con- 
sider what the depression cost. We 
have yet to see a statistician come 
forward with an estimate of this. 
Compared to the cost of the de- 
pression to the United States the 
funds expended and to be expend- 
ed by the Federal Government 
must necessarily be small indeed

*^ ^tion and its life-saving patrtaiiad 
been established here years before, 
the fault was not theirs, for tl)e 
physical impossibility of a small 
band of men reaching every swim- 
mer in distress along more than 
two miles of bathing area was 
readily apparent. Those who were 
here then and those who now 
serve at Virginia Beach have con- 
tributed in greater portion than 
words can tell to the saving of 
lives, but no mere handful of men 
not more thati human could as- 
sume with any hope of success 
the gargantuan task set before 
them. Believhig so, John Smith 
set about to solve the problem In 
the sanest manner possible. 

It was difficult to hiterest the 
average hotel owner in the pro- 
gram of his making. Few could 
see the necessity of setting aside 
Uving quarters for the arriving 
registered life guards' and the 
matter of salary was out of the 
question. But some receptive 
minds were found, and the first 
life guards association was form- 
ed. 

To supplement the meagre— if 
any— earnings of these boys, the 
idea of renthig umbrellas and 
beach chairs was agreed upon, 
each guard to handle the renthig 
of such devices in the tei-ritory 
directly underj,his observation. 
Immediately a clamor was set up 
by hotel owners and private en- 
terprise, the town council was 
asked to intervene and — thdugh 
much water has gone over the 
dam in the meantime— the situa- 
tion remains as confusing and as 
uncertain as it was then. 

We would prefer to see the 
rental of such beach equipment 
remain hi the hands of private 
operators and the life guards stick 
to their life saving, but there can 
be no such bill of divorcement so 
long as these boys me forced to 
work under the disappointing 
handicaps which now bM«t their 
road. If the htrtel owners will not 
make adequate provision for their 
maintenancfr-and few there are 
who agree wiUi this suggestitm— 
thai the duly of mahitataiing wn 
adequate force of guards here on 
the Beach Is the responslbiUty of 
thejown itself.

To date this, season, there hwe 
been more than seventy "offieisi" 
rescues — those which are termed 
rescues by. the American Red 
Cross. Although several penKuOs 
have been taken uiic<mscious from 
the water, there have been no real 
tragedies an d few t hreats of such, 
Ihanks largely to the alertness Of 
the guards. Some few of tbese- 
rescues have been truly s^^eta- 
cular and have come to the atten- 
tion at the residents, but most 
them have been taken as part of 
the day's routine, wfth little 
thanks and no publicity. 

John Smith, supervising life 
guard activities in the vicinity of 
Albemarle Hall, is credited with 
an approximate dozen rescues. An 
estimated 300 rescues are credited 
to him in the past seven years, 
some of them among the most" 
thrilling effected in these waters. 
Six of these possible victims were 
taken from the water at one time 
and brought to shore aboard 
Smith's surf board, averting seri- 
ous tragedy by means of one 
the newest aids yet evolved 
life saving work. 

Bill Calhoun, at the Cavalier 
Beach Club, reports about eight 
rescues this twaium, twn «f thff

saved near'uncimsclousness at the 
time of their rescue. In four years' 
thne, Bill has brought more than 
sixty men, women and children 
to shore, always without the loss 
of life. 

M. F. Braithwalte, as Courtney 
Terrace, has brought hi eight per- 
sons so far this season, three of 
them unconscious. In four years 
of work here, Braithwalte has re- 
scued 85 swimmers, ^bout one. 
third of whom have been in ser- 
ious condition. ^ 

Red Herz at the Kenelworth 
Dusty Rhoades at the Avalon, Mur- 
phy at the Pocahontas and Adcox 
at the Seaside, to mention but a 
few of the twenty guards now 
operating on the Beach, have 
shnilar records— with no blots to 
mar their performance. 

Do such figures indicate the^ 
need for continuance of such pro- 
tection, or is It to be thrown away 
because of the whim of one not 
wholly hi accord with the extrane-. 
ous demands which they make? 
We prefer to believe that the peo- 
ple of Virginia Beach will be 
found on the side " of the life 
guards.

First on the list is that old 
familiar standby— chicken salad. 
But what a difference Just a few 
changes make! 

Chicken and Banana Salad 
3 bananas, diced

UNUSED BASEMENTS MODERNIZED 
m FAMILY RECREATION ROOMS 



M(»t basements provide more 
than sufficient space to accom- 
modate the traditional equipment. 
During the last few years many 
persons have utilized this normal- 
ly wasted space for recreation 
rooms. These have grown in popu- 
larity and are now an accepted 
part of the modern home. "" " 

llie conversion of a basement 
into a really comfortable room 
necessitates a study of the parti- 
ctdar situation. If the basement 
area is damp, as is often the case, 
this difficulty must be overcome 
before the decorative treatment is 
considerated If the walls and floor 
hold moisture, they should be 
waterproofed. This may involve 



proper graamg and dramage on 
the exterior, as well as treatment 
from within. Cold, damp walls 
absorb heat, and more heat is 
needed to bring the room to a 
healthful temperature than would 
be needed for relatively warm, dry 
walls. Some type of insulation 
should be installed. 

Proper insulation will have a 
further adVantieige in confining 
the noises of active games to this 
area, for these are accentuated by 
hard surfaces which reflect sound. 
For example, certain types of 
fiber boards absorb more than a 
quarter of the sound striking 
them. When properly insulated, 
the game roofft may be the quiet- 
est in the house. 

Insulation board is particularly 
adapted to decorative treatment. 
It can be paneled or applied in 
the form of planking or tile. It 
also can be stenciled or painted, 
and some have the additional ad- 
vantage of being treated to resist 
attacks of termites and dry rot.

Those "I'm from Missouri" peo- 
ple who believe horse and dog 
races can be "fixed" even at the 
moment the barrier is raised by 
a single Individual wUl be inter- 
ested to know that the quarter- 
mile starting box on the CavaHer 
Kennel Club track here at Vir- 
ghiia Beach is strictly automatic 
in its operation, thanks to an in- 
genious device designed and in- 
stalled by two Norfolk boys. Be- 
cause of their invention, no man 
is on the track at the time of the 
dogs' release and, even more im- 
portant to other skeptics, the box 
opens at exactly the same time — 
as regards the position of the rab- 
hit— in every race. 

C. M. McCarthy and J. R. Las- 
fliter are responsible for the auto- 
matic breaking release, being 
given its initial tryout during the 
present racing season. In effect, 
it Is no more than an electrical 
device which is attached to the 
rabbit's track and to the appar- 
atus formerly used to open the 
box by hand, which, when contact 
is made by the rabbit hitting the 
circuit, opens the box automatic- 
ally and sends the dogs on their 
way. 

Not affected by weather condi- 
tions, the inventors proclaim their 
breaking release as the finest yet 
devised for dog racing. The elim 
inatlon of the starter from the 
track has been haUed by local dog 
men as anoUier step designed to 
Insure public confidence in the 
spent and the certainty of exact 
timing Insures a positive check on 
the speed of the dogs. 

To insure recording of the exact 
starting time, a flashing red bulb 
has been placed in the starter's 
box and in direct contact with the 
opening circuit. Also, to avoid 
confusion tm the part of those 
unfamiliar with the various dis- 
tances of Uie races, a green light 
has been placed on t(H> of the 



quarter-mile box. When a race 
is about to begin from this box, 
the flashing light will attract the 
attention of the spectators to it. 
Officials of the Cavalier Kennel 
Club have expressed themselves 
as well pleased with this latest 
contribution to the mechanization 
of the track.

The many projects of which the 
cmitemplated post office is one 
win be financed from the $60,- 
000,000 emergency construction 
fund authorized under the second 
deficiency act, approved Monday 
by President Roosevelt. 351 pubUc 
buildings will be erected^ Snd er the 
terms of the act. 

In the selection of the new pro- 
jects, the official Mmouncement 
stated. Secretary of the Treasury 
Morganthau and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Farley have been guided by 
the wording of the act which pro- 
vides that "with a view to reliev- 
ing countrywide unemployment 
they shall endeavor to distribute 
the projects equitably throughout 
the country so far as may be con- 
sistent with the needs of the 
public service." 

The announcement stated that 
the Treasury and Post Office de- 
partments will take in hand im- 
mediately the work of acquiring 
the land where necessary and pre- 
paration of plans and specifica- 
tions for new projects in order 
that the greatest number of con- 
tracts may be awarded during the 
coming faU and winter. 

No announcement was made as 
to the cost of the individual build- 
ing projects. 

Last year, an appropriation of 
$65,000,000 was made available 
imder the emergency appn^iria- 
tion act. Plans and specifications 
are reported completed for most 
of the 351 projects authorized by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Postmaster C3en»al under 
that act. All of the 48 states, 
Hawaii and the Virgin Islands re- 
ceived new buildings in this latest 
aUotment.

The Abibama 
bill was qwnsored by the hamt- 
ican Legion. It was aimed at irtiat 
men call "communistic activity," 
and it passed both hmises of tlw 
legtolature without any seri<H]S 
fight against it. 

Alt when the bill reached Gov- 
ernor Ora^s, he cracked <lk>wn on 
it in these words: 

"Extreme laws will not accoi^fi- 
plish the ends sought. Thought is 
never killed by force. We may be 
sure tlMrt we will stay safe so 
long as our speech, our press and 
our right to meet are all free. We 
all want any thought, if that 
thought is true to live. No thought 
l^at is not true fan sell itself in 
the marts of free trend in 
thought. The spotlight of pitiless 
pubUcity win kill any thought that 
is not true. We are taught to 
"know the truth and the truth 
will make us free." Let us not fear 
the enlightened opinicoi of our 
public. I think that this bill, if 
made a law. will add to, rather 
than cure, any ills it seeks to 
cure." 

This is highly encouraging. The 
pressure of American fascists, to 
restrict the free interchange of 
ideas is greater in the United 
States than at any time since the 
Red hunt of the Mihchell Palmer 
days. It has even reached Con 
gress where such an ordinarily 
clear thinking man as Senator 
Tydings has sponsored a bill to 



protect the army and navy— as if 

the rigors of the winter seasraT {lhWe~TO^anizati^a^»erejM_gJrj_Jta orde r to jerpetu ate an d keep 

ready amply equipped to protect 
themselves-ragainst the ^ inroads 
of Communists. That meairare, as 
we have pointed out hitherto, is 
objectionable on many counts. But 
so are the numerous anti-sedition 
bills that are bobbing up in legis- 
lature after legislature and, in 
some instances, are being enacted 
into law. 

Governor Graves has the cor- 
rect attitude toward aU such ef- 
forts. Thomas Jefferson might 
have phrased the veto message 
differently, but the reasoning is 
the same as Jefferson's. And, un- 
like many of the contemporary 
references to the, attitude of the 
Pounding Fathers, the question 
here is one of principle which does 
not alter through the years. Our 
congi'atulations to Governor 
Graves and the Alabama he is 
trying to keep free.— Norfolk Vir- 
ginian-Pilot.

HOW MUCH YktlA IT CHANGED? 



The remote prairie marshes of 
Manitoba, Sackatchewan, Alberta, 
the t>akotas and Minnesota, 
greatest wild duck nesting areas 
on the continent, today are the 
setting for a unique new move- 
ment in wildlife restoration. 
Thousands of volunteer workers, 
directed by the More Game Birds 
in America Poimdation, are taking 
the first wild duck census of its 
kind. 

The investigations are gathering 
facts in specific localities on the 
number of mother ducks with 
broods, size of broods, and the 
exact status of all wildfowl iq the 
areas by species. What is more 
important, however, are the ans- 
wers sought to question such as; 
"What are the chief c£bses of 
duck losses?" and "What can be 
done to eliminate them?" 

In view of the lively controversy 
brewing over the new restrictions 
on duck hunttog just announced 
by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, the facts gathered to the 
duck inventory should be parti- 
cularly valuable. Jay N. DarUng, 
Chief of the U. 8. Bureau of Bi- 
ological Survey, has stated thAt 
estimates made on the current 
supply of wildfowl, whlclf%)rompt- 
ed establishment of a reduced 
30-day season and the first fed- 
eral ban on use of live decoys and 
grain to attract the ducks, were 
just "an intellig^t guess."

These are times when all of us 
need to keep our heads up and not 
to dwell on unpleasant thoughts; 
but, even so, who can afford to 
overlook the dark significance of 
the farm census of 1935, as sum 
marized Saturday to the News 
Leader. 

In the fewest words, Virginia 
now has 197,242 farms, approxi 
mately twice as many as she had 
fifty years ago and more than she 
has ever had before, said that 
newspaper and then brought out 
these facts: The gato in number 
during five years has been 26,632, 
and the average acreage has dim 
Inished from 98.1 to 89.5. The typ- 
ical Virginia farm^^ay is only 
53 per cent as large as it was in 
1880. 

All that seems gato, to that it 
suggests wider ownership and 
more totensive cultivation. But 
the value of all farm land and 
buildings was $592,767,000 last 
year. That was a decltoe of $263,- 
000,000 since 1930, and it left this 
property worth only 57 per cent 
as much as in 1920. 

He who nms may read: While 
moi;e of our people are struggltog 
to make a Uvmg from the land, 
the*^ value of that land has de- 
clined $432,000,000 to fifteen 
years. Our rural population to 
dropping steadily and rapidly to 
the economic status of peaaanto.

The August "crime wave" has 
washed up four books, two of 
which are unusual departures, and 
two of which are unusually good. 

"It Couldn't Be Murder" is what 
Hugh Austin calls his book, and 
yet it is. Withto the walls of one 
house and to twenty-four hours' 
time, the fastmoving plot tovolves 
a whole family, the servants and 
one outsider. The reader is given 
the clues— very simple clues such 
as a washed coffee-pot, the cat 
who didn't cry — as Detective Peter 
Quint discovers them. But iras- 
cible Peter arrives at the solution, 
which we guarantee the reader 
won't. 

"Mr. Pinkerton Grows a Beard" 
is David Frame's detective story 
in more leisurely veto. The scene 
is Londmi before the King's 
Jubilee; much of the action takes 
place in the austere prectocts of 
the British Museum. There to a 
fog, a murdetied woman, and an 
unguessable element raises its 
head until the time when Mr.

A decidedly good novel takes as 
ita theme the effect of murder on 
twelve good mvR and true — "The 
Jury" by Gerald Bullett. Thto to

Even though the purchase of 
additional acreage was for a stogie 
ten-day period, we believe the ex- 
pense would be Justified by the 
resulta.

In an 
arttele enOtledr^l^ssons taa Mer- 
Bhswdlsing FMi.'* Mr. Carter 
points to ibe inerease in the ose 
of seafoods durii^ t& last twenty 
years, amoamttng,^. to 32O4WO,00e 
pounds annaaDy "and attributes 
modi of it to the dresring of the 
ptoduet aaA its sale in increasing 
qoantlties as steaks and fillets. 
However he points out that Vir- 
ginia Ims iK>t improved her mar- 
keting methods in t!w same de- 
gree as other slates. 

"Conddering edible fish alooe. 
it is difficult to understand^ why 
tlie Virginia industry has not pro- 
gressed unless it be failure to take 
advantage of improved mettaods 
of marketing and dilMbution, 
such as are now used in Boston, 
Oknicerter, Seattle, San Ftandfcsco 
and Los Angeles," he says. 

"Facif te coast salmon and hali- 
but and New England cod, had- 
dock and mackerel are protmbly 
available In ttie first ten cities in 
Virginia, but the croakers,* shad, 
scup, squeteague and alewives are 
probably little known beyond the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

"To some extent tills may be 
attributed to the different ways of 
preparing the several species for 
market. All salmon, halllnit, cod 
and haddock are marketed dress- 
ed, and Increnslng quantities of 
steaks and fillets are being pro- 
duced from these species. 

"Most edible fish landed in 
Virginia are marketed in the 
Tonnd 

water). True, some species such 
as butterfish and spot are. too 
small for fillets, but this does not 
apply to squeteague, croakers, 
flounders and bluefish. To the 
average housewife the cleaning of 
fish is very distasteful euid so the 
prepared product makes an 
especial appeal. That this is true 
cannot tie gainsaid in view of the 
phenomenal increase in the pro- 
duction of fresh hadiin^ fmets. 
commerclaHy known ten years ago 
but now amounting to as much as 
85 per cent of the haddock mar- 
keted fresh. 

"The U. S. Bureau of Fisheries 
reports ttie production in Virginia 
of pandressed butterflsh, croakers, 
flounders, spot, squeteague and 
fillets made from croakers, 
flounders, sea l>ass, sea trout, and 
yellow perch, but production is 
sporadic, indicating tiwt these 
were on order from dealers, not 
the result of efforts to increase 
sales by marketing new products. 

"Here is the producers' chance 
to offer packaged goods that wUl 
find favor with the consuming 
public. In this ceUophane age it 
is not unreasonable to believe that 
pandressed and filleted fish, at- 
tractively and conveniently pack- 
aged, Will eventually enjoy. If not 
national distribution, an ever 
widening sale. True, the consumer 
will rmy twice as much for fish so 
prepared, but what he buys wUl 
be 100 ner cent edible Instead of 
half waste, as In the purchase of 
round fish."

F A R M EXPERTS 
V J SITUATIONS 

Agronomists Inspect Experi- 
ment Projects Througliout 
Old Drnninion. 



Seventy-five agronomists and 
others Interested in crop produc- 
tion problems wound up a four- 
day inspectioil trip of state ex- 

(as they coine from^ttie ^"h**"'' s™'"" 

Washington county, this week. 

The tour was held for the associa- 
tion of southern agrontmiists and 
was arranged by the agronomy 
department hi Virginia Tech. The 
states of Florida, Georgia, Ala- 
liama. North and South Carolina, 
Virginia, Mainland and New 
Jersey, and the District of Colum- 
bia were represented. 

The group, sometimes numbw- 
Ing over 100, first met at Suffolk 
and traveled 700 miles by motor- 
cade through a large part of the 
Old Dominion. The tour was de- 
signed to acquaint visiting agro- 
nomists with crop problems of the 
various sections of the state. Ex*- 
periments with fertilizers, varie- 
ties, rotations, lime and other 
factors were inspected. 

At the Holland station, under 
the management /^oK^ E. Taylor 
Batten, cotton and peanuts re 
ceived the most attention. iMit soil 
improvement, forage and gen- 
eral crop experiments were in- 
cluded. At the truck experiment 
station, Norfolk, Dr. H. H. Zim- 
merly, director, the group looked 
over ttilnning and soil reaction 
experiments with strawtierries, 
ferttllser placement tests with 
lima beans, and wilt-resistant 
varieties of tomatoes. 

BxperhqMits in the production 
of legumes, forage, hay and grain 
crops and their reacUons to vari- 
ous fertiliser ComUnatlons were 
noted at the station near Wil- 
liamsburg. R. P. Cocke is in 
charge of this station. 

Sun-cu^ tobacco and ferti- 
lisers and rotations suitable to its 
production were inspected at 
Bowling Oreen station, which is 
run by W. W. Qreeri. Fhx>m here 
the tour crosrod the mountains 
into the Valley and visited Uie 
FishersvUte station, P. T. Oish, 
manger. The experiments at ttiis 
station deal with varieUes, rota- 
tions and fertiliser requirements 
of that section. 

Flue-cured tobacco experiments 
and suitable rotations, and an- 
other group of rotations designed 
to meet Uve-at-home requirements 
are conducted at Chatham under 
ttie supervision of B. M. Matthews. 
Itollowing an Inspection of this 
station, the group toured smne of 
the soil erosion control are* in 
the Bannister river water dMd. 

At Blacksburg experiments with 
general and soil building crops 
and at Qlade Spring, with feed 
crops and pasture, were sem. T. 
B. HutdMson, professor of agnm- 
mny. Mid M. S. Kipps. sHWant 
fMOfeaor,' direct the work at 
UackdMug and W. R. Perkins is 
in cbaifle at OHaito ^Hing.

MilMge Hints 



TfllS is a good time of the year to 
ciieck yourself on driving habits 
and general ability. Many persons 
'think) that because they get into an 
automobile and drive to a given 
destination safely and successfully, 
they are good drivers. Am^ng other 
things, the fact that they fail to give 
any attention to their car before 
starting (especially on long trips), 
that they slam on their brakes just 
before approaching corners or that 
they alternately speed up and slow 
down abruptly, never strikes them 
as violating the rules for good driv- 
ing and economical operation. Such 
practices are the mark of e,xpensive 
habits. Often the make of car is 
blamed for costly repairs and de- 
lays, actually attributable te such 
habits. 

The really exemplary driver-be- 
gins to be a good driver before he 
even starts his automobile. He 
makes sure that he has both his 
operatior's licenbc and his owner's 
registration card. He checks his 
motor fuel to be certain he has a 
sufficient supply. He also checks his 
tires to see that they are properly 
inflated. He sees to it that he has 
sufficient water in the radiator and 
that the crankcase oil level is up 
to the "full" mark. 

Then, ho releases the clutch while 
starting the car, shifts the gears 
without clashing, starts and stops 
the car gradually ratljer than ab- 
raptlv, drivta at reasonable rates of 
speed, and never attempts to hog 
the road. He never gets out of line, 
passes other cars on a hill or goes 
down steep hills in high gear. He 
keeps other motorists and pedes- 
trians informed at all times, of his 
next move by suitable signals and 
gradual changes. 

Check yourself on these details 
right now. See what vou may be 
doing wrong, and make up your 
mind to improve.

An outstanding feature of the 
week wiU be a recital by Mr. Barth 
in the WiUoughby T. Cooke School 
Auditorium oh Monday evening, 
August 19, at 8:30 R M. Mr. 
Barth is including several of his 
own compmitions on this program 
as well as works of Galuppi, 
Chopin, Brahms, and the Moder- 
nist. Oretchanoninoff. This will 
be an occasion of great musical 
interest to concert-goers of Nor- 
folk and Virginia Beach. 

Hans Barth is well-known as 
the inventor of the quarter-tone 
piano, which is the result of an 
idea he had when he was four- 
teen. But at that time his father 
discouraged him, stating that he 
should first learn to play perfect- 
ly in half tones. Later, while on 
a concert tour of Germany. Mr. 
Barth was talking to the great 
Busonl about quarter-tone inter- 
vals. Busoni expressed his belief 
t^t such a further division of 
tone would be the future means 
of musical expression. Upon re- 
turning to New York. Mr. Barth 
began experimenting with the 
construction of a quarter-tone 
piano. Soon after he was present- 
ed in the first quarter-tone piano 
recital in America. Since then he 
has composed pieces for this new 
piano including a concerto which 
he played with the Philadelt^la 
Orchestra under Stokowski. 

However, Mr. Barth is not only 
interested in music for the future. 
He is, also, pronounced one of the 
finest artists in the world of the 
harpsichord, the forerunner of the 
piano. Thus, he can interpret the 
classic music of Bach and Handel 
on the instrument for which it 
was written. 

As a child prodigy. Hans Barth 
first aroused the enthusiasm of 
-teachers and prafessors at a con- 
cert appearance In Germany when 
he was only six. Because of his 
great genius. Carl Reinecke. fam- 
ous director of the Lelpsig Con- 
servatory of Music, called him a 
"second Mosart" and granted him 
a scholai-ship, even though he was 
under the age limit of the Con- 
servatory. At the age of twelve, 
We gave thirteen piano recitals in 
New York in one season. No <me. 
child or adult, has ever equalled 
this record. 

Nor is Mr. Bartb's musical ver- 
satility limited by his mastery of 
three instruments. He is an emin- 
vtA teacher mmI director of the 
National Schocd for Musical Cul- 
ture in New York City. From his 
childhood he has been composing 
for the iMano of today ami later 
for the quartw-toite piitno He 
has also written a quiMet, and is 
DO«r at wnk on a wapMny fn;

PraMem One of Defense 

"Problem: The Eighth Pursuit 
Group augmented by one com- 
plete squadron of pursuit planes 
from the Third Wing GHQ Air 
Force will defend the Norfolk area 
and prevent the capture of Lang- 
ley Field until arrival of a squad- 
ron of the Atlantic Fleet now un- 
der way from the Panama Canal, 
expected to arrive in five days or 
on August 17. 

"Although 'the field exercises 
now^ljeing held by the Eighth 
Pursuit Group are for the sole 
purpose of testing the ability of 
the Fifty-eighth Service Squadron 
to serve the tactical group when 
away from its base, advantage is 
of course being taken of the situa- 
tion to obtain data on the various 
types of pursuit flying and tactics. 

"The Eighth Pursuit Group at 
lAn^y Field has been brought to 
full strength by adding to It 28 
pilots and airplanes from Barks- 
dale Field, Shreveport. La., eight 
pilots and airplanes from Mitchell 
Field and 12 pilots from the Third 
Pursuit Group, Selfridge Field, 
Mich. 

"The Fifty-eighth Service 
Squadron has been augmented by 
the addtlon of three pilots and 
three cargo planes from the 
Second Bombardment' Group. 
Air Targets Jlere 

"Firing on air targets will be 
of Virginia 
Beach where the larger body of 
on ground Is concentrated. Firing 
on ground targets will be done at 
Plum Tree Island. All firing will 
be one by flights and squadrons 
Instead of individual airplanes. It 
Is believed that this is the first 
time such firing has been indulg- 
ed in by units of the Seccmd Wing 
to which the Eighth Pursuit 
Group belongs and the results of 
the firing and ground bombing 
will, be studied by the command- 
ing general of the Second Wing 
to determine Its efficiency." 

At the close of yesterday's mis- 
sion, next to the final maneuver 
in this week's program. Colonel 
Gilkeson. speaking for himself 
and his fellow officers, expressed 
his pleasure and satisfaction at 
the results of the war games. The 
unit, he asserted, has been oHk ^ 
hundred per cent effective in its 
operations, surpassing , even the 
most optimistic expectations of its 
officers. General Pratt, command- 
er of the Langley Field unit, who 
visited the Virginia Beach en- 
campment Tuesday, appeared to 
share the enthusiasm of his 
squadron commander. 

To Break Camp Today 

Although the group had plan- 
ned to remain at the Beach over 
the weekend, the sudden changing 
of the National Guard, plans 
forced an early departure, and the 
planes will return to Langley late 
this afternoon. All missions will 
have been completed by that time. 
Colonel Gilkeson asserted, and no 
inconvenience will be experienced 
by the hurried departure. The 
mammoth air review' planned for 
tomorrow over Virginia Beach has 
been cancelled, he added, and the 
squadron will move back to its 
home base without the work-free 
week end planned here by the of- 
ficers. 

The Eighth Pursuit Group was 
organized in June. 1932, and has 
been stationed at Lansley Field 
ever since. The present maneuver 
is particularly interesting in view 
of the fact that this is the first 
time since the World War that 
the U. S. Army has placed a fuU 
strength pursuit group in the field 
fortombat maneuvers.

Closed For Season 

The lack of betting facilities, 
however,.-made further operation 
at a profit impossible, and the 
track was closed for th e sea son 
Wednesday. Workmen are now 
engaged in taking down and stor- 
ing the electrical equipment and 
other movable fixtures. 

Public opinion on the value of 
the track to Virginia Beach is 
evenly divided. Business men, led 
by the casino and theatre inter- 
ests, have contended from the 
start that its operation meant, 
heavy losses to themselves and to 
the hotels, insomuch as guests 
"cleaned" at the track were forced 
to curtail their vacations for lack 
of funds. Business men and hotel 
operators however, still support 
the project. 

Visitors to the Beach and the 
majority of townspeople appeared 
to favor the project during the 
five weeks of its operation. Their 
opinion was based on the track as 
an amusement device only, for few 
could argue its value as an adver- 
tisement without unavailable 
figures. 

' The closing of the issue was a 
visible relief to town and county 
authorities, all of whom have been 
harangued constantly, t^y advo- 
cates and opponen^, since its 
opening.

His place in the passing 
scene will be a difficult one to 
fill, for the world of today gives 
birth to few Will Rogers', however 
badly they may be needed as a 
sweetener in the body human.

During the week which has fol- 
lowed bis tragic deaUjf in the^ 
Alaskan wastes, an ifTOrnational 
press, speaking for a shocked 
pabllc, has accorded to Will 
Sogers a variety of sincere, heart- 
felt tributes such as we cannot 
believe would fall to the lot of any 
other man now living. Not until 
tlds t»d hour was the scope of 
his tafluence, the amazing pull of 
his personality apparent, even to 
those who claimed to know him 
and to love him best. 

In this time of grief, we in 
modem, Democratic America have 
Joined hands with the peers of 
monarchic England, with the 
workers of the Soviet, with those 
of aU classes and races in honor- 
ing the memory of a man who, 
thmigh bom an American, yet be- 
longs to the world. The story of 
liis advancement to this position 
of high prestige, from the time of 
his birth In an isolated commun- 
ity of the Oklahoma Territory 
through all of the vicissitudes of 
existence as a cowhand, a vaude- 
vllle trouper, musical comedy star, 
movie actor, humorist, philo- 
sopher, good-will ambassador and 
irtiat you will, differs from that of 
the average world figure in that it 
is a tale, not of glamorous exploits 
nor of iM^ath-taking discoveries, 
hut of one who dared to be an 
honest, simple man, preaching a 
doctrine of simple honesty. Its 
very unusualness, not to mention 
its essential truth, carried him to 
the pinnacle of esteem in the 
hearts ariid minds, of all men. 

Will Rogers was A good cow- 
band; he was a good polo player, 
a good humorist, a good actor; he 
had a keen insight into those per- 
plexities now confronting the 
economic and political authorities 
«rf all lands, but It was not due to 
one of these accomplishments or 
to all of them that he achieved 
the position of the world's first 
dtiaen. It is doing him no in- 
justice to say that in each in- 
dividual talent he is exceeded by 
those who remain behind. Butr— 
and herein lies the seed of his 
gmius— all that he did, he did 
with a simpleness and a natural- 
ness which endeared him to all. 

His humor lacked the causticity 
of the average comedian— as it 
!^ lacked its smuttlness— but Invari- 
aldy it carried a suggestion of 
kindliness, a thought of improve- 
ment, expressed in such simple 
terms that all might understand. 
Bis philos(H>hy, shunning the 
piatitudes and the banalities of 
mmy of his contemporaries as it 
ahunned the complexities of the 
Idgher te-anches of academic 
theorising, struck deeply into the 
hearts of all who heard or read 
lllm. always kindly, however much 
be might be taking to ta^ some 
man or school of thought with 
iHtfdi he was at variance. He did 
not quarrel, he did not bluster, 
nor did he use unkind words In 
mfrtlniT of th<Me with whom he 
could not agree. Yet. for such 
his genius, he made his point, 
his influence grew by leai» 
mad bounds.

The "New Deal" as advocated 
by President Roosevelt may have 
its opposition, but the impetus 
«herK?et in motion toward the 
dtevelop^ent of responsive gov- 
ernmental agencies adequately 
prepared to adjudicate the pro- 
blems, both social and economic, 
wUich arise in this changing 
world reaches down to the tiniest 
community with a demand for 
practical management in as great 
force as in national circles. Care- 
lessness and 'inattention to basic 
problems are being sought out in 
Princess Anne by those imbued 
with this new civic consciousness 
as in the more populous areas, 
and nothing short of a compre- 
hensive plan which includes all 
districts and all types of people 
residing therein can hope for suc- 
cess during the coming term. 

Thus, leadership of a high order 
Is essential. The-DOSiaoiLOfJhe 
chairman is an all-important one. 
calling for a man whose vision is 
neither too confined to his own 
district nor too impractical in a 
broader sense to focus his atten- 
tion upon the peculiar problems 
which face this county. The 
cosmopolitanism of the develop- 
ing Virginia Beach poses problems 
which would not arise in a purely 
rural community; fishing and

Thousands of college graduates 
today have their diplomas and 
their education because the gov- 
j°mment interested itself in them. 
There will be more thousands next 
year. 

That is the first answer of the 
Rational Youth Administration to 
the query, "What ai^ yon^ doing 
for American youth with that 
$50,000,000 fund you were handed, 
to give it a boost?" 

A hundred thousand young men 
and women were enabled to at- 
tend college duriiig the year 1934- 
35 because the government paid 
them $15 a month for work on or 
near the campuses of nearly 2000 
coUeges. This coming college year 
of 1935-36, some 250,000 will be so 
aided. Thie NYA has taken over 
and expanded the work started 
by the Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration last year. 

This Is the newest effort to ans- 
wer the pressing problein of youth, 
a problem that is answered in 
Germany by labor camps, and in 
Italy by the army. The answer 
means a chance to work. The 
answer means a chance to work 
one's way through the college of 
one's choice, studying what' one 
wishes. The chance is given only 
to those who could not otherwise 
attend. 

The plan has been tried long 
enough to get some idea of how it 
works. The University of Min- 
nesota, for instance, graded its 
federal-aid students and found 
that 72.2 per cent of them ranked 
excellent or superior, while 92.8' 
per cent were better than aver- 
age, That would seem to show 
that the young men appreciate the 
opportunity being given them. 

Note that for the time being, 
such young men and women are 
removed from competition for

Editor Virginia Beach News: I 
have before me figures from the 
1930 U. 8. census which will sub- 
stantially apply to the wesent. 

The total population or Princess 
Aline County is given as 16282 
qf which the whites number 8359 
and the negroes number 7923. 

Of this, the total of whites and 
blacks above twenty-one yiears of 
age is given as 8622. Of this num- 
ber, on a proportionate basis, 
there are 4200 blacks. leaving 
4422 whites of a voting age. 

^As in the most exciting election, 
at least fifteen per cent of the 
electorate do not qualify or vote, 
a total of not more than 3700 
should be set as an indication of 
an honest election so far as the 
votes cast are concerned. 

These figures do not take into 
account the one hundred and fifty 
or more illiterates whose names 
are apparently on the registration 
books. 

In the recent fiasco the two 
leading candidates poUed a total 
of 4442 votes. It thus becomes

Many Homemakers desire to 
make their own pickles, although 
excellent pickles can be bought on 
the market at all seasons of the 
year. Brining is a good way to 
save surplus cucumbers anc^ other 
vegetables, that cannot be used or 
readily sold in the fresh state. 
When vegetables are placed in 
brine the juices and soluble ma- 
terial contained in them are 
drawn out by the force known as 
osmosis. The fermentable sugar 
present in all fruits and vegetables 
which is one of the soluble sub- 
stances extracted by osmetic ac- 
tion, serves as food for the lactic- 
acid bacteria which break it down 
into lactic acid and certain vola- 
tile acids. In some vegetables, 
like cucumbers and cabbage, 
where the supply of sugar and 
other condition.? are favorable to 
the growt^of lactic bacteria, a 
Newton j ^^^ji^p^ qpM _ Jonnation takes 
place, constituting a distinct fer- 
mentation. The acid brine thus 
formed acts uixm the vegetable 
tissues, bringing about the 
changes in color, taste, and tex- 
ture which mark the pickled state. 

As a rule, a solution of salt Is 
used, although some vegetables 
quickly give up enough moisture 
to convert dry salt Into brine. Salt 
also hardens or makes firm the 
vegetables placed in brine and 
checks the action of orgahisms 
which might otherwise destroy the 
plant tissues. 

Stone Jars are the most conven- 
ient and desirable receptacles for 
making small quantities of pickles, 
because they are easy to keep 
clean and do not absorb objection, 
able odors and flavors. 

SoppUes For BHnlng Pickles 

Common fine salt, or coarser 
grades may be used. Salt to which 
anything has been added to pre- 
vent caking is not recommended. 

A good clear vinegar of 40 to 60 
grain sti'ength is required in mak- 
ing sour, sweet and mixed pickles. 
If fr^t vinegars are to be used, 
they shonid be filtered to remove 
all sediment. 

Granulated sugar should be 
used in making sweet, pickles. 
Spices are used to some extent in 
making nearly all kindf^ of pickles, 
but chiefly for sweet, mixed, and 
dlU pickles. 

Causes of failure:— A soft slip- 
pery condition, one of the most 
common forms of spoilage in 
making pickles, is the result of 
bacterial acticm. It alwajni occurs 
when pickles are exposed above 
the brine, and very often when 
the brine is too weak too prevent 
the growth of spoilage organisms. 

Hollow pickles may occur dur- 
ing, Uie process of curing but in- 
correct methods may also be the 
cause for instance allowing too 
long a time to in^rvene between 
gattiering and brining. This period 
should not exceed 24 hours. 

Hard waters should not be used 
In making a brine. The addititm 
on a sni&ll amount of vinegar 
serves to overcome alkalinity 
when hard water must be used. 
Iron water is objectional, causing 
a blackening of the .pidcles. 
Shriveling of pickles often occurs 
when they have been placed at 
once in very strong salt or'sugv 
soluttons, or very strimg vinegars. 
When a strong solution is dMir- 
aUe the pickles should first be 
glvnt a preliminary treatment in 
a weaker solutiim. 

The most ccnnmcm cause of 
failure in making sauerkraut is 
the use (^ too much sidt. The 
prtMOer quantity is 2^ per o«it by 
weight of the cabbage pack^. 
When cabbage is to be fermented 
in very warm weaJther it may be 
well to use a little more salt, but 
not to exceed 3 per ooit. Ui sup^ 
laying tlw salt, see that it Is even- 
ly AstrfbutM. otherwise red 

' ttw top Vtsnn d 



vegetaMes fermented in brine is 
sure to occur unless the scum 
nMch forms on the surface is fre- 
quently removed. Coloring and 
hardening agents are not recom- 
mended. If the right methods are 
foDowed in iHckling, Use salt and 
acids in the brine will give the 
desired firmness and natural 
color. Some people "Olreen" 
pickles by heating them with 
vinegar in a copper vessel. Exper- 
iments have shown that in this 
treatment copper acetate (i^lch 
is poisonous) is formed, and the 
pickles take up some of it. 
Cueuubtt neika 
Scrub 200 cucumbers, put them 
in a stone jar, cover with scalding 
hot brine (proportions 9 pints 
water to 1 pint salt). Let the 
cucumbers stand over night in 
brine. In the morning rinse and 



drain them. Wa^ jars ami ^ace 
in bottom of each a sHee of red 
pepper, and a Uttle h w a a ima i l . 
wa^ed, sei^Md and out te pleMS. 
Peick the jars fuH with the cu- 
cumbers, and on top of each scat- 
ter a few cloves, «diite mietard 
seetf and Mace miutard seed. Add 
V2 pint of browjiv^mar to 1 gal-^ 
Ion of the best cider vinegar and/ 
bring to boiling pcHnt. FIB Jars to 
overflowing with 1^ boiUng vhK- 
gar and seal' at mce. Sugar may 
be (Knitted if a very sour irickle 
is desired.

Ancient Institution To Be 
Staged As Part of Virginia 
Autumn Travelogue. 



That proverbial day to which 
every dog 4s said 4o^J9e"eifttitied 
will dawn in the quaint old town 
f Fredericksburg, Thursday, 
October 17, %hen the age-old in- 
stitution, "The Dog Mart," will 
again be held, as a part of the 
Virginia Autumn Travelogue. 
September 2 5 to October 19. in- 
clusive. 

The Dog Mart had its origin on 
the hills near Fredericksburg in 
1698 when the city was named 
Leaseland and the residents met 
the Indians on neutral ground 
and exchanged dogs for breeding 
purposes. Later it expanded to 
Jthe exhibition and sale of dogs, 
and last year with 2.300 people in 
attendance and 277 dogs entered 
for exhibition, sale, trade or bar- 
ter, a bench show was held for the 
first time, ribbons being awarded 
the best dogs in each class, there 



being over fifty classes of dogs 
i ranging frcnn the thoroughbreds 
to the commonest "mutts" in this 
section which were entered. The 
Mart was held every year, liistory 
shows, from the time of its origin 
in 1698 until 1775 when it was 
discontinued due to the hostile at- 
titude of the Indians in this sec- 
tion. In 1927 it was revived by 
the chamber of commerce and 
has been- h e ld e a ch year since ex* 
cept the year 1933.

Charges tbtttrtbe government, 
ta its subsistaiGe homestead pro- 
jects, is planning for permanent 
ptwerty by Mnding men to the soil 
Bke chattel slavra are stoutty 
denied this week by Mra, Prtaik- 
Uh D. Roosevelt who mothered the 
first project at Arthurdale, West 
Virginia. 

Writing in liberty Magazine she 
asks, "Who is the slave; the man 
who grows part of his food and 
works toward eventual ownership 
of his home or the man who can- 
iM>t provide the proper nourish- 
ment for his family?" 

Mrs. Roosevelt says, "fiSub^t- 
ence homesteads were conceived 
OS a means of ending the deplw- 
able conditions in the bituminous 
coal fields of West Virginia and 
like sections of the country where 
it had bec(»ne apparent that 
miOiy workers would never again 
find steady employment. 

"When the first eitperiment 
started there were more applic- 
ants than houses knd lots. Fifty 
families were selected and placed 
on five-acre tracts. The govern- 
ment erected small, durable 
homes. Payments were fixed at 
$4.50 a thousand value with thirty 
years to pay, making the average 
monthly payment $15 to $18. For 
the first few years these pajrments 
bought no equity in the house but 
a famUy could eventually own it 
outright.

FV>r InaUnce, when the above 
picture w«(8 made the sun was 
shining brightly but the picnic 
party was shaded by surrounding 
trees. The Bnapehooter with a fold- 
ing camera got the correct exposure 
when he set the diaphragm opening 
at /.8 and the shutter speed at 1/26 
of a second. But suppose this was a 
beach party ; no trees are near to cast 
shadows but instead the bright sun- 
light Is blazing down on the party 
and additional light is reflected from 
the water and sand. Tben what? 

You could then set. the shutter 
speed for 1/100 of a second with the 
f.ll diaphragm opening. This set- 
ting of the diaphragm opening and 
shutter will serve two purposes. 
First— you will*ave the proper ex- 
posure, and second— at 1/100 of a 
second It will not be necessary tor 



your subjects to "hold stlU" when 
tbe picture Ib snapped. 

It you have a box camera you 
wouM open it to the largest stop tor 
the picture above and a smaller one 
for the beach picture. 

Although the principal rules for 
good picture making have from time 
to time been given in the Snapshot 
Guild, some readers may be bene- 
fitted by a review of a tew of them: 

If there is any doubt, always give 
a little longer exposure. 

Avoid prominent straight lines 
such as telegraph poles and trees 
and horizons which seem to cut the 
picture in half. 

Never allow the sun to shine di- 
rectly into the lens of your camera 
or there will be a flare of light on 
the negative. 

Do not try to crowd too many ob- 
jects nor too much scenery into a 
picture. Simplicity is the keynote of 
art in photography, f 

Two-thirds land or two^thirds sky 
makes for better composition in a 
landscape photograph than one-half 
of each. 

With ordinary cameras fast mov- 
ing objects should always be photo- 
graphed with the most rapid shutter 
speed and the largest lens opening.

In contrast to the $2400 which 
wiD be expended locally this 
month on relief projects, a mere 
$% is m hand for direct relief dur- 
ing the present week. President 
Roosevelt's determination to take 
the unemployed of the nation off 
the direct reUef— or Arte— system 
by the estaUishment of a pennan- 
ent govenunental agency special- 
izing in the creation of jobs of a 
worthwhile nature is responsiUe 
for this definite change in pro- 
cedure, and. though no one will be 
denied immediate relief if such is 
imperative, future distress will be 
alleviated through the channels 
of self-supporting job projects. 

Seasonal unemployment, due to 
final harvesting of the berry and 
potato crops of the county and the 
subsequent lack of demand for 
fann he^rs, has increased the 
number of persons now seeking 
assistance, Mrs. Ewell continued. 
Pointing out thaffa great portion 
of the population of Princess Aime 
county is not essentiaUy rural but 
more generaUy classified as casual 
fann laborers, truckers, fishermen 
and the like, any cessation or drop 
in employment demands, she add' 
ed, throws these people back up' 
on the relief units, which today 
means reliance up<m Federal 
projects designed for the season- 
ally unemployed and the other- 
wise unemployables. "^ 

tH Needy PamiHcs 

An approximate two hundred 
faitniUes in the county very de- 
finitely are in need of relief, a 
survey recently made reveals. 
Weekly incomes for this group 
range from nt|hing to not more 
than two dollars. In many in- 
stances, the problem of mere 
existoice has been solved partially 
through the good officees of Mrs. 
Mary E. Phillips, county garden 
superintendent, whose distribution 
of vegetable seeds and lectures on 
modem gardening have made pos- 
sible the production of sufficient 
vegetables for summer and winter 
use. 

But neither vegetable gardens 
nor a weekly income of two dollars 
make any provision for meat, milk 
or clothing, and in these respects 
the indigent are in most difficult 
straits. Tuberciilosis has Increased 
in the county during these years 
of depression, and the absence of 
milk has been a serious deterrent 
to its alleviation or elimination. 
It is understood that the County 
Tuberculosis Association soon will 
provide funds for free milk to 
these people, utilizing the receipts

Relief Bureau Formed 

In October, 1933, the Post in 
conjunction with the local Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross, 
organised a permanent Disaster 
Relief Bureau, which was woriced 
out and organized in all details.

Veiy soon after his discharge 
from military service Commander 
B^nmo became a member of 
Oakland, California, Post No. 5.

nve of the seventeen original 
members of the Post have main- 
tained m^nbership since the Post 
was chartered. Seven of the 
charter members have removed at 
some time during the fourteen 
yean, from Cape Charles. Five 
of the original seventeen have oc- 
cupied the Commander's chair, 
«ne of them for two terms— not 
successive. 

During the early years of the 
Past's life meetings were held in 
various meeting i^ces throoghout 
Cape Charles, vacant offices, etc., 
ttie use of which could be had at 
little or no cost. However with 
tte arrival in Cape Charles tf 
Hon. M . E. Bristow, now Banking 
Commissioner of the State of Vir- 
ginia, new life was injected into 
the organization as he was «leeted 
to the position of Commander. 
During his tenure of office the 
IMt's membership neared the 
hundred' mark and was possibly 
more active than at any time dur. 
log its existence to date. 

Northampton fH»t has yearly 
entered into National Holiday ob- 
servance, staging celebrations for 
the townspeople on the Fourth of 
July, holding Poppy Days for the 
benefit of the disabled veterans 
and making annual pilgrimages to 
the graves of deceased comrades 
on Memorial Day, covering both 
Northampton and Accomac Coun- 
ties when there were no active 
Foi^ in the adjoining county. 

H<Hi. William F. Ayres as Ser- 
vice officer of Northampton Post 
No. 58, has held this office for 
many years and is regarded as one 
of t^e most conscientious and ef- 
ficient Post officers in the Old 
Dtuninion; his time is always 
tt the disposal of any ex- 
aervice man, whether or not 
he be a member of the Post, and 
regardless of his color. 

Since the inauguration of the 
Beauty Pageant program by the 
Virginia Department in 1934, 
Northampton Post has participat- 
ed annually. Not only has the 
Beavty Pageant plan pi^ven of 
consktenUde value to the Post as 
• builder of good will with the 
pifUic, but it has also resulted in 
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building up the Post's treasury. 
The success of the pageants can 
be largely attributed to the efforts 
of Hugh S. Roberts, who has ser- 
ved as Pageant Chairman for 
both years. 

In 1934 Northampton Post pur- 
chased its own htmie. The build- 
ing is located on Mason Avenue, 
Cape Charles, lliere are three 
tenable stories. The basement, 
above ground, has been turned 
over by the Post to the Cape 
Cha«;les Troop of Boy Scouts of 
America. The second floor has 
been turned over for the use of 
the Cape Charles Boys' Club, 
which is sponsored by the Rotary 
Club, the Lions Club and the 
Cape Charles Town Council. The 
third floor, a large auditorium, is 
used by the Post tm its meetings. 
There is ample space, after the re- 
placing oi the Post furniture, to 
hold dances, subac^ifOSh card 
parties and other public gather- 
ings. The auditorium has proven 
a source of income for the Post 
as it is rented to various town 
organizations. However, when any 
civic group wishes to use their 
part of the building' the Post 
makes no charge unless the or- 
ganization is charging for admis- 
sion.

EXMORE LEGION 
BEGUN IN M 



Post Awards Three Medals 
Annually to Students Hold- 
ing Bert School Reemds. 



In 1931 The Eastern ShcHre Post 
136 of the American Legion was 
organized at Exmore. During the 
first year of the existence of the 
post much interest was shown by 
the veterans of the World War, 
and this interest continued to 
grow for a number of years. How- 
ever, the depression and economic 
consequences which followed had 
a tendency to weaken the post. 

Among some of the contrlbu- 
timis \i1iich the post made to the 
communities represented were the 
awarding of three medals to the 
Central, the Pranktown-Nassawa- 
dox, and the Exmore WilUs Wharf 
High Schools in 1932. In each of 
these schools the outstandhig 
pupil was given a medal which 
was presented by the principal 
during the contmencement exer- 
cises. 

Also the post presented each 
member who had been wounded 
with purple heart metals. 

In 1934 Legion Post 136 was re- 
sponsible for a lecture by Thomas 
Dixon, well known author and 
pubUsher of New York. Mr. 
Dixon's lecture was attended by 
people from all sections of the 
Eastern Shore of Virginia and 
Maryland. The proceeds of this 
lecture were divided between the 
Northamption-Accomac Memorial 
Hospital and the Legion p(»t. Also 
1934 witnessed a wideawake 
campaign in the hiterest of the 
veterans who were applying for 
work under the emergency re- 
lief. 

The Post has annually observed 
Armistice Day and has done much 
toward aiding in the relief of dis- 
abled and needy veterans. 

On Memorial Day, in 1935 the 
graves of the soldiers were de- 
corated by the local legion post. 
Flowers were also placed on the 
graves. The relatives and friends 
of the deceased veteruis attended 
the ceremony and tfc post re- 
sponded to its' call for duty to 
those who have passed on to the 
great beyond.

Dtotingoiataed Citation 

Having made such a fine record 
in increasing its membership total 
Mr. E. Ralph James, of Hampton, 
Virginia, a Vice-Commander of 
the American Legion, Department 
of Virginia, on January 14th, 1934, 
presented to the Post a citation 
from the National Organization 
of the Legion for "Most Distin- 
guished Service." 

In February, 1934 the Post ex- 
tended to all ex-service men, who 
saw service in any branch of the 
U. 6. Military or Naval Service, its 
help in Incoming naturalized 
American Citizens, as provided by 
the Act of Congress of May 25th, 
1932; the privilege thus given, ex- 
piring on May 25th, 1934.

C(d(mel Elmer J. Wallace Post 
No. 17. American Legicm, Depart* 
ment oS Virginia, is one of the few 
posts oi the Legion which are 
ititaated on an Army Post, m June 
1918, a niunber ot World War Vet- 
erans, anxkMxs to i»eMrve the 
m«nories incident to their service 
in the great war, held a meeting 
•t Vort Monroe, with the idea of 
fonntoig an organization of some 
kind wMeh wotdd more closely 
Vbai them together. The oot- 
gitywth of this meeting was a Post 
of the American Legion, and in 
honor of the first officer of the 
Araor coming from Port Monroe 
to fan on the field ot honor, the 
Post was named Colonel flmer J. 
Wallace. Upon the granting of 
the charter, the number 17 was 
asBigBed, and by this name and 
number the Post has continued to 
^■'^^oe known. 
■^ C(4onel Wallace Post is rather 

peculiarly situated, in that being 
on an Army Post, their opportuni- 
ties for community service have 
been limited. However, no oppor- 
tunity has been lost to co-operate 
with the military authorities in 
any undertaking in which theb 
services could be utilized. Thus, 
have exerted every effort to 
assist in various enterprises for 
the raising of relief funds of var- 
ious kinds. In the memorial exer- 
cises for the late Presidents Roose- 
velt and Harding, and in the re- 
*i»».^^j!eptlon of distinguished visitors 
^wherever they could with prop- 
riety to do 90. or where their ser- 
vices were requested. 

Shortly alter its organization, 
this Post found its one great op- 



pwtimity in the wo^ in connec- 
tion wl^ the W<»-kl War Vriwrans 
who mn patimto in the Smithem 
Kant^ ItaUoaal SMitors' Home, 
which is situated a tew miles from 
Fort Monroe. One oi the first 
woifcs umiertidcai was the <»- 
operation with the Home author- 
ittes hi the preparation of Com- 
penMtion Claim apiriications. ¥ot 
several months, the War Ttisk Of- 
ficer of the Post gave almost his 
rtitire time to this work, M»d a 
'great deal was acccmiplished t<x 
the welfare of the members oi the 
Home^hrough his efforts. 
"^ liurge number at the patients 
at Nthft Soldiers' Home are n<m- 
comi^saUe cases, and it is to 
these patients that C<*mel Wal- 
lace Poet has given a great deal 
<rf attention. With the co-opera- 
tion of the Auxiliary, frequent 
visits have been made, taking 
duties and minor necessities to 
these comrades, writing letters, 
and miidstering to their wants, in 
so far as the finances <rf the Post 
and the time at the disposal of 
the members would permit. Auto- 
mobile rides, theatre parties and 
other recreatkmal activities have 
all claimed the attention of tl|e 
Post from time to thne. 

In addition to the work which 
this Post has been able to do in- 
dividually, they are members of 
the Central Relief Committee, com- 
posed of the four Posts and four 
units on the Virginia Peninsular. 
The committee, through contribu- 
tions from the member Posts and 
units, and from the State Unit 
HeaAiuarters, endeavors to furnish 
certain things for the welfare of 
the veterans v^hich no Post in- 
dividually could hope to do, both 
from financial and other reasons. 
Through this committee, the vet- 
erans have been able to enjoy 
Christmas parties, with candy, 
smokes and small gifts for each 
one; a recreation room, fitted with 
writing materials, cjurtalns at the 
windows, games, etc.; as well as 
razors, razor blades, stamps and 
many other necessities not sup-

In December 1932 it was decided 
that the time had arrhred tor the 
Port to have its own headiviart- 
ers tmd a ccmmiittee of five was 
appolBted to setect the locatkm. 
In June 1933 Mr. J. Wesley 
Morphy a'fellow townsman offer- 
ed Princess Anne Post 113 a five 
year lease, gratis, on the property 
owned by him on the S. W. comer 
of 17th Stre^ and Juniper Avenue 
as a place to build a clubhoirae 
and the offer accepted and the 
erection of the elubhonsc began. 
In July 1933 the same officers 
were unanimously elected to hold 
office for the years 1^3-34 and 
Roy smith was appointed delegate 
to attend the State Conventitm to 
be held at Bristol.

Brookneal Post No. 153, located 
at Brookneal, a town at between 
five and six hundred population, 
thirty-two milta south oi l^ac^ 
burg, in CamiriMI Coimty. was 
primarily organized on MbmlHy. 
Uv 21. 192S. Those intei«i«ed 
hieally to Ox orgmHatlon had ar- 
rsQied with B. Cbxm MeOhee, 
Department Repreaentaftive to the 
iSxth Vh-gtaiia District, to assirt 
in getting an organlsitlon started 
liere. The Odd Fellows Hall had 
beoi secured, the local band was 
present to furnish music, but 
there had been a heavy rain dur- 
ing the af temocm and only some 
eighteen or twenty oc-aervlce men 
were presqit when tlm tin^ ouae 
for the meeting to start. Comrade 
McOhee with a delegation f rani 
l^mchlnirg Post No. 16, which In- 
cluded Maj(»r John W. Jamea, 
Commander; Major Harry P. Holt, 
ex-Commander; Major J. M. 
Robeson, I^nchburg Post and 
afterwards D^wrtmental Chapu 
lain; ; J. E. Canada, Vice-Com- 
mander; also W. B. Crush, De- 
partment Adjutant, was present. 
Mr. W. H. Ointher introduced BCr. 
R. Chess McGhee. who acted as 
chairman of the meeting, and 
after the various members of the 
visiting committee had briefly 
outlined the principles and work 
of the American Legion and what 
it stood for, the matter of organ- 
izing and election of officers w^as 
gone into and the following ot- 
f leers were elected: W. H. Oin- 
ther, Cnnmander; W. J. Lewis.**

The new post got off with a fly« 
ing start; it was an easy matter 
to secure the fifteen charter mem.

Very little interest was manifested 
in the new organisation; it was a 
hard matter to get enough to- 
gether to hold a meeting, and for 
the year 1923 we showed only a 
membership of sixteen or seven- 
teen. 

Those who had the wotk at 
heart were just atwut to abandon 
the old ship and take ranks with 
the Lynchburg Post. Four mem^ 
bers who were at the appointed 
place of meeting were discussing 
this when a fifth member entered 
and upon hearing ttoidan. asted. 
"How much we got in the treas- 
ury?" When informed less than 
ten dollars, said, "Spend it all in 
and effort to right the boat before 
you scuttle her." The five got out 
and worked. By the time of the 
next scheduled meeting we had 
enough present to go into tlM 
1024 election of officers. W. H. 
Ointtier was re-elected Command- 
er; A. T. Canada re-elected Ad- 
jutant, uid new timber was put 
into the other offices— L. H. Fos- 
ter, Vice-Commander; F. W. Wil- 
liams, Bergeant-at-Armi; Lacy B. 
Elder, Chaplain; H. P. WalthaU, 
Post Historian. B. F. OinUier, Jr., 
was adopted as bugler. It was 
voted to spend what money waf < 
In the treasury in writing personal ^^r^^ 
letteis to a list of ex-service men 
in a fifteen to twenty-mile radius, 
putting on a supper and securing 
a sp^Ucer for the next meeting.

The first notaMe occasion under 
the auspices of the Post was the 
parade for General J. J. Pershing, 
June 18, 1920, when a parade, 
headed by General Pershing and 
his aide. Colonel George Marshall, 
and the Legion commander. Cap- 
tain Greenlee D. Letcher, through 
the streets of Lexington, before 
an immense crowd and in which 
the Corps of Cadets of the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute and var- 
ious civic organizations took part. 
Few Posts in the United States 
have ever been so privileged and 
honored. A picture taken at the 
monument of Stonewall Jackson 
in the Lexington Cemetery is 
diown. General Pershing placed 
a wreath on each monument — 
tributes to greatness and striking- 
ly sigiAfying a united country. A 
meat wonderful occasion under 
the auspices of the Post was the 
funeral of the first returned sold- 
ier from Prance, Sergeant F. A. 
Plogger, on April 3, ld21, who was 
of Company "P". Eighteenth In- 
fantry, and killed at and 

buried at New Monmouth in 
Rockbridge County. The parade 
from the Presbyterian Church to 
the corporate limits was headed 
by the Post, and the service men 
with Major General E. W. Nichols 
and Brigadier General John 8. 
Mallory (Commander of Camps 
Lee and Dix) leading, and the ser- 
vice men being under the com- 
mand of Captain E. L. Graham, 
«ited for gallantry at Ballcourt, 
France, September 30, 1918. All 
arms of the service were in the 
parade, composed of United States 
regidars stationed at Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute, and the Virginia 
Military In^tute Corps of Cadets,, 
infantry, Cavalry and Field Artil- 
Utf, Confederate Veterans, 
Knights Templar and Civic Or- 
SanlsaUons, the body being car- 
ried on a caisson drawn by six 
horses, and witnessed by one of 
the greatest outpouring " of IKp 
people ever seen here. In addition 
to this funeral, fifteen other fun- 
erals (one double of Sellers broth- 
era, first lieutenants) have been 
omducted or participated in by this 
R»t. And it has been figured that 
the Post has traveled in this work 
of honor and love 311 miles, fur- 
nlriiing flowers, pallbearers and a 
firing squad and bugler with an 
average attendance of eighty ser- 
vice men.

The activities of this Post have 
been varied and numerous. The 
parades In Lexingtcm on Memorial 
Days are under the command and 
in charge of a chief marshal from 
the Post,, and the graves of the 
service men all over the county 
are decorated under the care and 
direction of the Post. Sick service 
men receive the personal care of 
the Post and its committees which 
has embraced the furnishing of 
food, clothing, books, money, 
tents, etc., with visits and social 
attention. 

Patriotic lectures with moving 
pictures have been given by the 
Post. And patriotic Fourth of 
July celebrations.

Legion Has Been Interested 
In Charity Work Sinee Its 
OrgnnizatiiM. 



The American Legion was start- 
ed in Suff<4k immediately after 
the war, with Captain C. H. 
Causey at tJie head of it. He was 
for a period of a year Post Com- 
mander and the membership of 
the Post at that time was about 
forty, which is the present mem- 
bership now. It has always main- 
taii»d about that membership 
from veterans of the city of Suf- 
folk and Nansemond County. 

The post has done quite a bit 
of work towards helping out vet- 
erans who were unable to help 
themselves, and charitable work, 
and prcAalriy the biggest thing 
that the Post has done was to de- 
clare in Suffolk a day known as 
American Legion Day. During the 
year 1921, the banks uid all busi- 
ness houses declared a holiday on 
that day, a big parade was given 
In the morning, in the afternoon 
Uiey had a tournament in which 
about thirty knights participated; 
that night they had a ball and 
everybody participated from the 
old to the Infants. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Introduced the Gov- 
ernor, who made the charge to 
the knights. A member of the 
State Senate made the coronation 
address and there were people 
here from all over the State. 

The American Legion realized 
about $1,900 from the tournament 
and ball, $1,000 of which was 
given to the Memorial library 
fund, a fund for the purpose of 
erecting a memorial library to the 
veterans of the world's war from 
Nansemond County and the city 
of Suffolk. 

I. C. Trotman leads the Suffolk 
unit during the present year. As- 
sociated with him in the direction 
of this active post are Adjutant 
John R. Shryer and Service Of- 
ficer Henry A. Rawles.

David Paul Harris, patriot, lived 
with us in those days before the 
war. He attended our small town 
dances and gossiped with us at 
our comer drug store. War was 
declared and the boy enlisted. He 
went to Prance and volunteered 
as runner in the 316th Machine 
0)un Battalion, Seventy-ninth 
Division. On the night of Sept- 
ember 29, 1918, he was cut off 
from his company. One moment 
he was a living loving mortal, and 
then a mass of tattered flesh and 
bone. 

Today he sleeps In Romalgne. 
Today a solitary bugler blows taps 
ove^his grave,, tcday the Stars 
and Strips dip in salute to him, 
80 it is fitting that the ex-service 
men forming a Legion to perpetu- 
ate that spirit of '17 and '18 
should blow reveille for David P. 
Harris and build a living monu- 
ment to the spirit of that boy. who 
paid for us our debt to freedom.

The Post 
operated under its tempcurary 
charter until July 11, 1934, when 
ttw permanent charter was pre- 
sented with appropriate cere- 
monleB. 

Soutb Rtehmond Post has oc- 
cupied its own Post home since 
September 1, 1923, the 'property 
having been acquired six months 
prevkNis, but possession was not 
obtained until a lease to a tenant 
expired. The building, while small, 
has been adequate and has been 
improved considerably through the 
activities of the Post and its Auxi- 
liary unit. Larger quarters may 
be secured next year to meet the 
growth of the Post. 

The plan under which the 
American Legicm in Richmond 
operates today originated in South 
Richmond, but the movement for 
separate Posts in the geographical 
sub-divisions of the city was dor- 
mant for two years. In the mean- 
while a Poet had been formed at 
Union Theological Seminary, with 
students as members and the acti- 
vities confined to the scholastic 
year only. Then the South Rich- 
mand Post was launched, to be 
followed later by North Richmond 
Post No. 38, and Church Hill Post

In a period 
when "roadhouse" meant some- 
thing more than a place of enter- 
tainment, me of these signs might 
be goal for a day's journey of the 
stage or of the man who posted 
alone along the illmatked high- 
ways. Its importance may be 
celebratied even now in the name 
of the town which grew up around 
the tavern. — Richmond News 
Leader.

THE STATE'S JAIL 
POPULA'nON 



The recent reports from the 
supervisor of jail accounts in Vir- 
ginia to the effect that the state's 
jail population had reached an 
all-time high of 75,000 persons 
shows that costs of combatting 
crime have been steadily increas- 
ing. State officials could give no 
clue as to the reason for increase 
beyond the fact that trial justices 
may have been more attentive in 
the enforcement of Ifiw than 
justices of the peace whd preced- 
ed them; 

The total in Jail costs exceeded 
$400,000 for the year. No alterna- 
tive was suggested in minimizing 
this beyond giving the state more 
Bupervlsion ^ver the jail system. 
One reason for the increase, not 
mentioned by state officials, may

Electrification of the Black- 
water district and of that part of 
Norfolk county bordering on the 
southern end of Princess Anne will 
be begun in the near futwe, ac- 
cording tt a plan determined up- 
rni by residents of the section 
meeting in the Blackwater school 
last Monday nijght. H. W. Ozto, 
county agent, who sponsored the 
projeqt. believes that the work 
can be started so eoon as the nec- 
essary contacts can be made with 
the proper governmental agency. 

The proposal as outlined by Mr. 
Ozlln to the rounty people is part 
of a wide program sponsored by 
the Agricultural Department to 
Insure the blessings of electricity 
toJhe rural sectiottis of America. 
Funds to take care of the work 
have been approved by the la^t 
Congress and are available to 
those rural communities through 
which power lines do not nov; run. 

Interest Strong

Charles E. Barco. prominent 
citisen and ex-mayor of Virginia 
Beach, who died Monday morning 
of a heart attack was burled Wed- 
notday afternoon hi the family 
plot at Oceana. The Rev. B. W.

Episcopal Church, of Virginia 
Beach, officiated at the funeral 
services held in the church prior 
to interment. He was assisted by 
the Rev. E. P. Miner. 

Although Mayor Barco had been 
in ill health for some time, his 
death was unexpected, and came 
as a shock to his many friends in 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne 
county.

THE PUGHT OF THE NEEDY 



To the average city dweller, no 
thought Is more difficult to un- 
Mterstand thui that which suggests 
-widespread economic ml^Kry and 
absolute want among those who 
live in the rural districts of Amer- 
ica. The plight of the unemploy- 
ed city worker and his starving 
family elicits their immediate 
sympathy, and loud is their de- 
mand that responsible agencies be 
created to insure to Mm at least 
the basic rniuirements of mere 
eilBtence. He, they argue, being 
cut off from all direct contact 
irtth the soil and the possibiUty of 
growing his own food, faces dis- 
aster unless relief is given him. 

Those who reside in the coun- 
ter, they ccmtinue. may not pos- 
■MB all of Uie comforts and lux- 
Mies of modem living, but, being 
l^ae to the soil and its life-giving 
pomllrilities. the question of .suf- 
fl^ait food is never a pressing 
MW, for Nature is a never-ending 
oamuoopia of fertility and man 
need only reap Uie natural har- 
««et. More, they inform us. the 
ataady flow of government checks 
for reducing crop planUngs and 
cattle raiting Insure an income 
1*^^ adtowwte to t^ needs trf 
mt wira cannot

ficient to produce enough veget- 
i^Ies for sumnwr use. Occasional- 
ly they may own a few chickens, 
but th^ own no more cows, hogs 
and sheep than does the average 
city dweller. 

Without funds to purchase or 
rent fstrms— which are not to be 
had, however great theh: desire- 
without especial training to as- 
sume any smaQ' pkM:e in the voca- 
tional lif^of the cmnmimity, they 
may best be described as casual 
laborers. During the harvest sea- 
son, they secure a few weeks' work 
digghig potatoes or plckihg ber- 
ries; occasionally there is a truck- 
hig job, an cvportunlty to spend 
a few days with a fishing fleet, 
and, during the hunting season, 
stray, chances to serve as guides. 
Other than this, there is nothing, 
and when years of depresslcm ap- 
pear and lop off all surplus de- 
mand for such casusd labor they 
face a situation that is more 
hopeless, more demoralizing by 
far, than that confronting tl^e 
city unemployed, for whom there 
is ever the hope— however remote 
—of a J6b. 

It is impossible to estimate the 
numlier of such families in Prin- 
cess Anne county, but we do know 
that an estimate of three hundred 
is most conservative. Plodding on 
day by day. without hope, without 
sufficient food or clothing to hold 
body and soul together, living far 
off the beaten tracks of com- 
merce, they live a life of unmiti- 
gated despair, a slow process of 
mental and physical starvation 
from birth to the grave. 

Their unimportance in the poli- 
tical scene, for they are wholly 
unorganized and without leader- 
ship, brings them few champions. 
Indeed, until the humanizing pro- 
gram of social security was put 
in operation by tlfc Roosevelt 
administration, they were the 
truly forgotten men and women 
of America, remembered only at 
election time because of their 
miserable votes by the unscrupul- 
ous politician. 

Whatever change in their out- 
look has been effected, however 
slow and... tortuous that change 
may be. is due in its entirety to 
the Federal government. Today, 
through the channels of the FERA 
and WPA and similar agencies, 
thesepeopie are be ing hunte d out,. .. 
interrogated as to their capabili- 
ties and put to work oi^ projects of 
a community-developing nature 
which insure a few additional dol- 
lars for food that is so long over- 
due. The returns are not great 
and only a small part of the suf- 
fering is alleviated, but it is a 
start in the right direction. 

Yes, Mr. City Dweller, it is dif- 
ficult to understand a condition of 
such poverlsy in this land of ours, 
but doubt no more that it exists. 
The plight of the city needy is a 
terrible one, and one that human- 
ity demand.? be eliminated insofar 
as elimination is possible but' a 
like condition exists here. One 
can starve in the midst of plenty, 
when that plenty is hedged in by 
fences and guw-ded by a law that 
forbids admission to the hapless 
folk on the outside.

But there is another cooperative 
and helpful class which is equally 
if not more deserving of condem- 
nation—the sheriffs, deputies and 
Jail guards who deliver these^ vic- 
tims into the laps of the murder- 
ers, and afterwards lie fluently 
about it. The lynchers, accord- 
ing to their version "overpower" 
Oiem, take the JaU keys and get 
their man, and the officers that 
are charged with the safety of 
these defenseless creatures never 
recognize ttieir assailants, and the 
courts rarely if ever punish either 
the lynchers or officers. Why in 
the name of truth and common 
sense do the coauhunities that 
elect these officers choose the 
weakest, blindest and most ac- 
complished liars of all their num- 
ber as law enforcers? Why do the 
Judges, State's Attorneys and 
grand Juries who "investigate" 
these outrages do their work so 
perfunctorily and afterwards ex- 
press indignation and offended 
dignity because of the criticism 
th%t logicaUy and justly is heaped 
upon them from outside sources? 
Why should or can they complain 
because their trifling efforts and 
findings are not taken at face 
value, when everyone knows they 
have not applied the same vigor 
they do in other criminal in- 
quiries? And why in the face of 
these amazing examples of mis- 
feasance do certain congressmen 
from the South raise the question 
of interference, State's rights and 
fifty-seven varieties of other 
fallacies and sophistries, when the 
Federal Government proposes to 
enact remedial legislation^ so nec- 
essary to correct this evil? It is 
plain as the nose on one's face 
that remedial legislation is nec- 
essary, and if states have not the 
pride and good conscience to pro- 
tect and punish their own crim- 
inals of all classes indiscriminate- 
ly, then Congress has nothing left 
but to step in and do so for them.

-The late-SiJu 

Regius Professor or English Liter- 
ature at Oxford, used to inveigh 
against Yorkshlremen who tried 
to cultivate the speech of London 
smd even more against Americans 
who tried to do the same thing. 
He was accustomed to insist t^at 
the speech of the Anglo-Saxon 
race was far richer for its local- 
Isms. But Dr. Elizabeth D. Mc- 
Dowell, associate Professor of 
Speech at Teachers College, Col- 
umbia University, does not agree 
with Sir Walter. Dr. McDowell 
has made public the result of a 
speech jurwy conducted among 
school children. She crttlc^d 
monotonous downward inflections 
and harsh voices. "A harsh, rasp- 
ing quality of tone, plus a down- 
ward inflection with explosive 
driving stress in short, snappy 
phn\.«es, has few rivals in build- 
ir ' up antagonisms against those 
W"o employ such patterns of com- 
munication. " This sounds rea- 
sonable, if complicated. 

But that was only .point one. 
Dr. McDowell makes a more inter- 
^tln!^ point when she asserts that 
if three speech habits of this 
country were eradicated, a more 
consi.stent language * would be 
spoken.

It's fig-time again — and tai- 
cktentally our lucky fruit time be- 
cause few communities along the 
Atlantic Seaboard can boast of 
having home-grown figs. Even 
though many trees were killed 
during our cold winter snap, re- 
ports are that there is an abun- 
dant crop. Pigs are worth any 
extra work that might be involved 
in preparing them for present or 
future needs. In looking about and 
chatting with those who have been 
enjoying figs for the year round 
we have selected these few recipes. 
Perhaps they might help you to 
more easily sell yourself on setting 
some figs aside with your pantry 
stores. 

Oanned figs 

Figs for canning should be 
sound and firm. Sprinkle 1 cup 
soda over 6 quarts of figs then add 
4 quarts boiling water. Allow figs 
to remain in soda bath for 5 min- 
utes. Drain and rinse thoroughly. 
Pack in clean hot jars — cover with 
hot thick syrup to within 1 Inch 
of Jar top. Partly seal and pro- 
cess in a Hot-Water Bath for 20 
minutes or Process in your oven 
at 275° for 35 minutes. Remove 
from canner and seal immediate- 
ly. 

(For thick syrup use 1 part 
water to 1 part sugar— Boil to- 
gether for 5 minutes — then keep 
hot but do not allow syrup to 
continue boiling.) 

Pickled Figs 
Use soda bath suggested in can- 
ned figs. Use 1 quart of vinegar 
to 3 lbs. of brown sugar: boil to- 
gether until sugar is dissolved 
then SKld figs and a spice bag 
containing 4 sticks whole cinna- 
mon, 2 pieces green ginger root, 
2 tbsp. whole cloves and 1 tbsp. 
whole allspice. Simmer slowly for 
1 hour. Pack into hot clean Jars 
and seal Immediately. 
Fig Conserve

1/2 lb. fresh figs 

1 tbsp. lemon Juice 
Salted almonds 

2 tbsp. water 
1 cup sugar 

1 tbsp. orange Juice 
Boil sugar and water until dis- 
solved—remove figs from soda 
bath (1 tsp. soda to 1 qt. water). 
Stuff several almonds into center 
of each fig and imiherse in boil- 
ing syrup— simmer slowly until 
clear — chill and serve with cream.

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"DRIVING FOR SAFETY" CAMPAIGN 
IS UUNCHED m STATE CHAMBER 



"Slower, sober, saner Driving for 
Safety," will be the slogan of a 
safety campaign the Virginia 
State Chamber of Commerce will 
lauhch this month among its 
members and the general public, 
issuing to those that enroll a 
special automobile safety emblem, 
triangular in shape. The Cham- 
ber's latest safety effort was re- 
vealed today when the organiza- 
tion issued its semi-annual report 
on activities, in which it pointed 
In the following language to the 
accident record of the state: 

"With 384, 360 motor vehicles 
registered in 1934, there were 10,- 
^B3 moTor vehlcTe acTsiaents, tb- 
sulting in 089 deaths and 6,860 in- 
juries involving 4 property dam- 
age of $043!260. 

"Exceeding the speed limit, 
driving while intoxicated and 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road were responsible principally 
for Virginia's 1934 fatal accidents 
in which traffic violations were 
reported. In these accidents 490 
private passenger cars were In- 
volved as compared with only 168 
trucks and other commercial 
vehicles. The great majority of 
the drivers were between twenty- 
Ssm aM flfty-ilye jnpars pi age, 
old endu^ to know better. The 
larger number, too, were men, not 
women, and were residents of V\r- 
ginia. Moreover, most", of the 
smashes occurred in dear weather 
on dry roads and during daylight 
and du^. 

"The A. E. P. in eighteen 
months' fighting in Prance during 
the Worid War lost 50,510 in kiU- 
ed and 182.674 in wounded. Dur- 
ing the eighteen months «ided 
June 30, 1935, motor vehicle ac-

PhflHps' records up to 
Jidy 31 diowed a total of more 
than 3',000 quarts of vegetables 
canned by the 200 subsistence 
garden famili^ in the county. 
ISS Pef Ciuit Inemae Seen 

It is expected that this number 
win be increased one hundred per 
cent tgr the end of August, as this 
idiase of the program is being 
conducted on a much larger scale 
this month. Many gardens have 
ah-eady yielded more than one 
hundred cans, and the gardeners 
are striving to reach the two hun- 
dred mark before the close of the 
summer. Com, tomatoes, butter 
beans and soup mixture are behig 
canned in large quantities this 
month. 

Last year, two thirds of the 150 
gardeners took interest in the 
canning otT garden products, Mrs. 
Phillips st&ted, while three-'Quar- 
ters of this year's 200 families are 
already canning, and others are 
planning to can or to dry some 
products Ijefore the close of the 
season. 

Few Repeat Cases 

Many of last year's gardeners, 
not on the subsistence list this 
year, have been visited by Mrs. 
Phillips and found to be moi'e in- 
terested in the matter of food 
preservation than they were while 
bn the county rolls. Only fifteen 
per cent of this year's subsistence 
gardeners are repeat cases, a fact 
indicative of the splendid work 
accomplished during the last 
planting seasm. ^

(Ccmtinoed from Page One) 
situation developed consideraMe 
friction between the State leader 
and the Beadi. 

Gt^emor Ptdlatd declared the 
resort "in open rdbelUon," and an 
implied threat from him that 
trotyls might be sent into Virginia 
Beach drew fire frmn Mayor 
Rirco. He virtually told the Gov- 
ernor to attend to the business of 
l)eing governor and to permit him 
Uie task of governing the resort 
ecmimunity. The forcefubiess of 
his reply was published widely, 
and tlie story of his determined 
stand was a front page feature 
in the country's newspapers. 

A native of Princess Anrie 
County, Mr. Barco was the son of 
the late Bailey T. and Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Ann Barco. Surviving are 
his wife, Mrs. Agnes B. Barco; two 
sons, Charles E. Barco, Jr., and 
Robert B. Barco, of Virginia Beach 
«one sister, Mrs. W. H. Belanga, of 
Norfolk, and four brothers, George 
N. Barco and P. D. Barco, of Nor- 
folk, and Joseph W. Barco and 
Albert L. Barco, of Virginia Beach. 

Mr. Barco was In the ice busi- 
ness, and was president of the 
Virginia Beach Ice Company. He 
entered into the public. life of the 
Beach in 1916. when he was' elect- 
ed mayor, and served in this posi- 
tion until 1920. In 1926 he was 
elected to the city council, and 
served until 1928, wh«i he again 
became mayor. His second period 
as mayor lasted until 1934, when 
ill health forced him to give up 
active participation In the civic 
affairs of Virginia Beach. 

There were many floral tributes, 
and the casket was covered with 
a double spray of dahlias, roses 
and fern. Mrs. J. Vincent Davis 
sang "Rock of Ages" and "He 
Leadeth Me."

In either instance, it devekqped, 
on apiaroachBate fifty per cent of 
the cost of such etmstruction must 
l>e Iwrae Iqr the county. In the 
case at PWA projects, authoriza- 
tkm must coom through the ap- 
proval of ^e eiectorate, which in 
this case wMdd mean a special 
election to (tetermine the will of 
the majority of the voters. Should 
WPA services be used, such funds 
as the county must provide could 
be taken from the general coun- 
ty fund, if the board was so 
agreed. Such funifei, however, are 
not now avaihible, and all such 
projects must be applied for with- 
in the next oWnth, according to 
the latest otder from President 
Roosevelt's (tffiee. 

It also developed from Colonel 
Butler's remarks that the use of 
WPA fimds for the project would 
demand hiring of skilled laborers 
by the county. The number of 
such projects now being engaged 
in within the Norfolk area has 
brought about a scarcity of skilled 
labor for WPA use, he said, which 
pays a security wage rather than 
the prevailing wage adhered to 
under FWA contracts. 
Suggest New floor For Cenrthome 

As a counter proposal to the 
erection of a new building, it was 
suggested that a second floor be 
added to the presint clerk's office 
or that a third floor be added to 
the courthouse building, the latter 
plan being more generally favor- 
ed by the suporisors. The cost 
to the county could be lessened 
materially by such action, it was 
pointed out, while the needed 
space could be readily secured by 
the addition at one more story to 
the present two-storied building. 
Construction of the edifice would 
permit another floor, it was agreed 
and there the matter— discussion 
of which consumed an approxi- 
mate three hours— was permitted 
to drop. 

Upon the, motion of Gteorge 
Dawley, an application was made 
to WPA for the needed $20,000. 
Payne and James supported the 
H udgins and Mansfield 
voting against it. A similar mo- 
tion that an application be made 
to PWA for the same amount, 
sponsored by Mr. Payne, resulted 
in the same vote. 

However, the action of the 
board remains unfinished, for no 
funds will be forthcoming from 
either agency until the county 
supervisors determine Just where 
their share of the project cost will 
be raised.
